I attended 
the meeting of the Royal show this year, 
which was fheld June 20 to 24, at Four Oaks 
park, in Sutton Coldfield, a suburb of Bir- 
mingham. There were many complaints of 
the inaccessibility of the show grounds from 
Birmingham, and it was rather provoking to

spend an hour or more in a railway train 
while covering the ten miles that separate 
Birmingham from the park. 

Apart from their inaccessibility, the 
grounds were well adapted for the purpose 
ofashow. As I approached them, which, 
by the way, was in company with Mr. 
Dawson, of Dawson & Hardwick. Birming- 
ham flour merchants, I noticed that the way 
from the station to the grounds was gay 
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with flags and bunting, and indeed the wag- 
on road all the way from Sutton Coldfield 
to the grounds was similarly devorated. 
This was especially done in honor of the 
Prince of Wales, who was to visit the show 
that afternoon. As we approached the en- 
trance, a long wooden building, I could see 
that preparations had been made to handle

Editorial — Whether flour packed in sacks 
should be net or gross weight, is a question that 
calls forth a letter from a prominent Minneapo- 
lis miller.—The editor’s reply.—Mr. Kauffman 
of St. Louis has something to say in regard to a 
criticism of the Northwestern Miller on certain 
methods of the St. Louis Millers’ Executive 
Committee; at which the editor is grieved, but 
he points out a few things that Mr. Kauffman 
overlooked, or didn’t know. 

Special Article—‘‘The Royal Agricultural 
Show,” illustrated from photographs by the au- 
thor.—A description of England’s greatest an- 
nual agricultural show. 

Minneapolis—The output of the mills was 
greater than in the same week of 1897 or '96,— 
Fair export sales were made where quick ship- 
ments could be guaranteed.—How to dispose of 
clears, is becoming a serious matter. 

Chicago and Wisconsin—Chicago’s milling 
capacity was increased, but the flour market 
continues dull.—Northern [Illinois millers re- 
port some activity, though there is a general 
complaint of low prices. 

The Southwest—St. Louis mills and those 
whose output is sold in that market ran ata 
normal capacity, but trade was not brisk.—In- 
terest is being manifested in trade with Cuba. 

Foreign—A review of the week ending Aug. 3 
shows little change-—French flour will not be 
much of an item in Great Britain’s markets, but 
may have an influence on the continent. 

Foreign Cables—Glasgow reports, on Aug. 17, 
no variation in prices.—Liverpool cables slow 
sales and dull market.—London market is 
steady. 

Dakotas and Northern Minnesota—Harvest- 
ing completed in southern part of this territory, 
ond partially in northern,—All conditions favor- 
able. 

Head of the Lakes—Flour production fell off 
somewhat.—Export shipments were nominal.— 
The mills still have a good supply of old wheat. 

Valley of the Ohio—Mills are quite active, 
though buying, generally, is ina small way. 
Farmers still have a “cinch” on the situation. 

Baltimore—Flour prices had a lower tendency, 
which weakened trade; but some export busi- 
ness was done. 

Kansas ps a ay shows an improvement, 
though mostly in a domestic way.—Kansas mills 
are active. 

Michigan—Great pride is expressed in the 
quality of Michigan flour.—Millers have a fair 
trade. 

Milwaukee—Output of the mills was in- 
creased,—The millers seem satisfied with trade. 

Buffalo— Buyers did not send in their orders 
cheerfully’”—which is very expressive. 

New York City—Old-wheat flours were held 
rather firmly, but buying was limited. 

Montreal—Export business is brisk.—Local 
demand for flour was of a small kind. 

Toledo—About 3,000,000 bus of new wheat re- 
ceived.—Millers report a fair trade. 

Philadelphia—Buyers held off for concessions, 
and consignments were light. 

Buenos Aires—Locusts are again in evidence. 
—Crop reports are favorable. 


Boston—New-wheat offerings tended to de- 


moralize the flour market. 
Tennessee—Nashville mills are all running 
full time.

dollar a bushel for it at his nearest country 
elevator.’’— Prediction of Mr. Pillsbury, 
August 24, 1897. Average price of number 
one northern wheat in Minneapolis since 
then to date of writing, about 98%¢c. 


Tue following is from one of the leading 
millers of Minneapolis: 

Muyneapouis, Minn., Aug. 12, 1898. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

After perusing your criticisms on com- 
Jlaint of Charles Schneider, Washington, 
D. C., in your issue of August 12th, I would 
like to call your attention to a few facts in 
connection with flour packed in sacks. 

Re flour in 140s jute: It is my impression 
that it has been the rule in this country, 
and it is expressly stated in the London 
Flour Association contract, that ‘‘ Flour 
packed in 140-lb sacks shall weigh 140 lbs 
gross.’’ 


Re flour packed in other packages: Flour 

in 98-lb cotton sacks is weighed 98 lbs gross, 
flour in 49-lb cotton sacks is weighed 49 lbs 
gross, flour in 2414-lb cotton sacks is weighed 
2436 lbs gross. 
- Further, practically all millers quote 
through their agents prices in wood. Then, 
if flour is wanted in Seat peheate, they 
make a deduction from w price, as, in 
the case of 140 lbs jute, they allow 20c per 
bbl, while the actual difference between jute 
and wood is only about 17c. It is true the 
flour buyer should get all he buys, and no 
more. We have it understood with our 
agents, and we presume through them the 
buyers also understand, that we pack 140 
Ibs gross, and that our price is based upon 
such condition. 

We also think that your proposition to 
fine millers for short weights, as suggested, 
would not hold water or be just. An honest 
miller might give full weight at the mill, as 
he would, and still, after the vicissitudes in 
transit, the flour fall short in weight at des- 
tination, as patent flour in jute will sift 
some in spite of everything. Why should 
the miller be fined for it? If there were 
government inspection and weighing at the 
fan it would be quite a different proposi- 
tion. 

I wish to say in closing that our concern 
is not the party Mr. Schneider complains 
of, as we are not selling him. I am writ- 
ing this because I think you misapprehend 
the true situation, and would invite you to 
investigate the facts. Yours very truly,

Recarpine the foregoing, we have to say 
that whatever may be the rule of the Lon- 
don association—which of course applies 
only to export trade—the custom among 
many millers who sell to bakers, especially, 
is to give full weight of flour and not to al- 
low for the weight of the sack. This cus- 
tom, it is true, varies. Sometimes full 
weight is provided for by special agreement 
between miller and buyer, and sometimes it 
is taken for granted. We must still hold 
that one who buys flour at a certain price 
should get the weight of flour he ant ohne 
—not the weight of cloth. Of course, if it is 
understood by the buyer that the weight of 
the package is included, the transaction is 
entirely fair. In order to have a well-satis- 
fied trade, it would be better in all cases to 
give full weight even if it should be necessary 
to charge a trifle more for the flour. It is 
certain that careful millers almost invaria- 
bly see to it that the flour they ship is full 
weight—and hence no claim for shortage 
can justly be made. As to the bill referred 
to by Mr. Schneider, it could hardly affect 
millers operating outside the District of 
Columbia, unless the government undertook 
to inspect the weight at the mill. As our 
correspondent states, flour might leave the 
mill full weight and arrive short at destina- 
tion. If the flour in transit belongs to the 
baker, it would be his loss; if not, the mill- 
er would have to stand it. Broadly, our 
contention is that a baker who is obliged to 
sell full-weight loaves is warranted in ex- 
pecting and demanding full-weight flour. 
So, for that matter, is any one else. One 
hundred and forty pounds of flour should 
mean that weight of flour, and not flour and 
sack, although trade customs, satisfactory 
to both buyer and seller, could exist to the 
contrary. 


Our friend Mr. Frank E. Kauffman, a 
miller who, from the beginning, has been a 
very active if not a very judicious friend to 
the cause of pure flour, feels called upon to 
take exceptions to our criticism of the meth- 
od adopted by the St. Louis Millers’ Execu- 
tive Committee to raise a fund for its Wash- 
ington agent, and does so in the lengthy 
communication which we print herewith. 
Mr. Kauffman, it will be noted, assumes 
the responsibility for making sight drafts 
upon outside millers, without their previous 
knowledge or consent, and it was he, pre- 
sumably, who determined the exact amount 
each concern drawn upon was under moral 
obligations to pay. In arriving at the 
amount, Mr. Kauffman was evidently guided 
by his own knowledge, necessarily incom- 
plete, as to what these various millers had 
given already, and what they should give in 
addition. Inasmuch as Mr. Kauffman was 
not a duly authorized tax assessor for the 
trade, we venture to reiterate the statement 
that the action was ill-judged and unbusi- 
nesslike, and that the liberty taken was 
wholly unwarranted. Mr. Kauffman’s com- 
munication follows: 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 11, 1898. 
Editor Northwestern Miller: 

I note in the August 5th issue of the North- 
western Miller, your criticism of the St. 
Louis Executive Committee for its method 
of raising funds to pay the expenses and to 
partially compensate their agent for services 
rendered in the matter of the pure flour bill 
recently passed. We cannot think that you 
are entirely ignorant of the facts connected 
with this movement. Perhaps some of your 
readers are not so familiar. If any stigma 
is to be attached to anyone on account of 
the circular letter with sight draft attached, 
recently sent out from here, it should be at- 
tached to the name of the writer, who was 
responsible for it and not ashamed of it. 
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The other members of the committee, how- 
ever, passed upon it and sanctioned it. The 
following healthy facts should be digested 
fore criticism should be made: 

_ The movement for the pure flour law orig- 
inated in St. Louis. A committee was ap- 
pointed about sixteen months ago, and be- 
gan work, ree | toward formulating a 
just law that would prevent the sale of p> Hy 
terated flour as pure flour. The law recent- 
ly passed was substantially the same in form 
as that originating with the committee of 
St. Louis millers. This committee had been 
told by two millers’ conventions that the 
law could not be passed. It had been told 
by influential millers all over the United 
States that such a law could not be passed. 
It had been opposed openly, I believe, by 
the Cincinnati Price Current, and surrepti- 
tiously by some of the most influential mill- 
ers, glucose manufacturers, and flour-mix- 
ers of this country. You are doubtless 
aware that such bills do not pass themselves. 
You also know that congressmen and sena- 
tors are not paid to spend their time in 
bringing the attention of other members to 
measures which they may not be personally 
interested in, and that it is necessary to 
have an agent to do the work and aid in 
pushing such legislation. 

This coumittee, through its agent in 
Washington, has never relaxed its efforts 
from start to finish, and if you will consult 
Mr. Tawney of your state, and Senator 
Mason of Illinois, they will each confirm 
the fact that except for the assistance of 
Mr. Gallagher, the agent of the St. Louis 
millers in Washington, the bill would not - 
have passed when it did (1). 

Mr. Gallagher, the editor of the Modern 
Miller, was appointed by the millers to take 
charge of the bill in Washington. He did not 
ask any compensation, nor did he expect any 
or know anything of our intention, he being 
absent from St. Louis at the time. But 
if you had spent five months of your time, 
and given steady, hard work to a movement 
in which the welfare of the entire milling 
industry of America was involved, would 
you not consider it an act of courtesy and 
appreciation if the millers chose to con)pen- 
sate you partially for the time and efforts 
expended in their interest (2)? 

This question, it seems to me, can meet 
with but one answer from a fair-minded man. 
Then the question arises, ‘‘How shall it be 
done?’’ Letters uf solicitation were tried, and 
little or no attention was paid to them. Un- 
fortunately, we fear too many millers are 
willing to reap benetits without contributing 
to the expense of obtaining. them. Some 
millers claimed they did not receive the solic- 
itations, and we thought a g way to over- 
come this claim would be to attach a solicit- 
ing notice to a sight draft, and it was done 
(3). 

Now, without taking up too much of your 
time, we wish to say that some of the St. 
Louis millers whose names are not on your 
Anti-Adulteration League list, have contrib- 
uted individually from $100 to $150 toward 
the expense of securing this law (4). 

They have not sought, by the paltry contri- 
bution of $10, which would entitle them to a 
position on the virtue list of the league, to 
avoid further contribution to the expense 
fund (5). 

The St. Louis millers feel a grateful 
appreciation of the efforts of the North- 
western Miller in this fight, but they have 
not thought that the Anti-Adulteration 
League was a movement in the right direc- 
tion (6). 

We presume, of course, that your paper 
has been fairly compensated for the publi- 
cation of the list of millers who joined the 
League at $10 per head, which enabled them 
to don the trademark of virtue (7). 

The millers of St. Louis have not found it 
necessary to bolster up their honesty and 
integrity with the trademark of the Anti- 
Adulteration League, at $10 per head (8). 

They consider it too cheap, besides, they do 
not need it. Nor do I know that they care to 
be defended against your unjust criticism, 
but in view of the fact that the writer had 
something to do with starting the move- 
ment which resulted in the passage of the 
pure flour law, and in view of the fact that 
the St. Louis committee engineered the en- 
tire movement from start to finish, and in 
view of the fact that the draft of the Tawney 
bill is almost identical with that introduced 
by the St. Louis committee through its 
representative, Congressman Pearce of St. 
Louis, who said, during the original argu- 
ment before the ways and means commit- 
tee of the house of representatives: ‘‘Of 
course it is not the purpose to insist upon 
the enactment of this bill in its exact terms, 
but what we want to do-is tu get the subject 
before the committee and before congress, 
and out of the wisdom and the examina- 
tions to be made by the committee it will 
evolve a law adapted for the purpose of 
meeting the expectations and demands of 
the entire country.’’ 

The published record of congressional 
hearings on the pure flour bill shows, also, 
that Mr. Gallagher was the first representa- 
tive of American milling interests to be 
heard by both branches of congress, viz, 
February 5th, before the senate committee 
on manufactures, and February 19th before 
the ways and means committee of the house. 
This record also shows that on February 
2ist, .M. H. Davis, representing the Winter 
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Wheat Millers’ League,opened his statement 
to the ways and means committee by say- 
ing: ‘‘I come here to emphasize the testi- 
mony that was submitted to you on Satur- 
day (Gallagher’s) and I think it is proper 
that the committee should understand that 
the milling industry is thoroughly organized 
and that it has thoroughly discussed the sub- 
ject which has been brought before you.”’ 
Who furnished that evidence? Who brought 
the subject to the committees’ attention? 
Who urged Mr. Davis to go to Washington? 
Gallagher, who was the Millers’ Executive 
Committee agent. On the same day that 
Mr. Davis addressed the ways and means 
committee as above quoted, Frank Barry, 
representing the Millers’ National Associa- 
tion, presented a statement in which he 
said: ‘‘'To Mr. Gallagher has been delegated 
the task of compiling, for your informa- 
tion, a statement of certain facts and data 
relating to the extent of adulteration prac- 
ticed and the percentage and nature of adul- 
terants employed.’ 

You doubtless remember that you yourself 
highly commended Mr. Gallagher’s work, 
did not hesitate to do so publicly, and 
weeks later voiced the belief that he was the 
right man to be in charge of the millers’ in- 
terests at Washington. Gallagher, it will 
be remembered, represented the organi- 
zation that brought about the pure flour 
campaign and pushed it into popular favor 
with both wheat and corn flour millers (9). 

I fee] that it is nothing more than right 
that if any blame is attached to the action 
of the St. Louis committee in attempting to 
raise a fund to show the appreciation of the 
millers for the good work accomplished by 
Mr. Gallagher, the blame should rest entire- 
ly upon the weak and erring shoulders of the 
writer (10). 

We note with astonishment the statement 
made in your paper that the bill passed 
‘‘was prepared at the solicitation of the 
league by Mr. Tawney, a Minnesota con- 
gressman, and that over $38,000—a sum ex- 
ceeding the total receipts of the St. Louis 
comm ittee—was raised and expended in be- 
half of pure flour, and that the league was 
in constant touch with the Washington 
work ; sent a committee there, and by every 
means in its power contributed to the end 
finally achieved.’ We appreciate and 
wish to give credit to everything that was 
done by the committee of two sent from 
Minnesota to Washington, which we believe 
remained there for one week and was able 
to spend more than half as much money 
during that time as our representative spent 
in five months of constant, hard work (11). 

I understand your grants spent nearly 
$1,000 in one week (12 

What was done with the other $2,000 (13)? 

Was it spent in promulgating to the world 
the virtue of the members of the Anti-Adult- 
eration League through the columns of the 
Northwestern Miller (14)? 

It certainly was not spent in Washington. 
The League committee of two men could 
not have used it after their return. Does 
the Northwestern Miller publish the Anti- 
Adulteration League membership for its 
health (15)? 

Clearly, if $2,006 was used in publishing to 
the world the superior quality of virtue of the 
members of the league, it was not used to 
assist in the passage of the flour bill. If you 
will do justice to the St. Louis commit- 
tee, and publish the draft of its bill and 
the draft of the Tawney bill we are willing 
to rest our cause with the public as to wheth- 
er the Tawney bill was drafted at the solicit- 
ation of the league, or taken from the bill 
furnished by the St. Louis comuinittee (16). 

The writer wishes to assume all responsi- 
bility for this reply (17), as well as any blame 
which may attach to any action ever taken 
by the St. Louis committee from the begin- 
ning of the movement to ~~ final successful 
passage of the pure flour Jaw, though the 
credit for success belongs to Mr. Gallagher 
and others.

We havesneither space nor inclination to 
review as thoroughly as we might the fore- 
going communication, which is certainly 
exhaustive. even if it lacks the more essen- 
tial quality of exactitude. We have num- 
béred the chief points made and questions 
asked, and briefly reply thereto, as it would 
be wrong to suffer the erroneous statements 
and baseless insinuations made by Mr. 
Kauffman to stand unchallenged. 

(1.) Mr. Tawney was consulted long ago 
and does not confirm the alleged fact. We 
would not consider Senator Mason’s evi- 
dence of any value. 

(2.) No. We would consider it a gratui- 
tous insult. 

(3.) We beg to differ as to the ‘‘goodness’’ 
of this manner of forcing contributions. 
it is rather singular that these 
names and amounts do not appear on the 
treasurer’s report of the St. Louis Millers’ 
Executive Committee. This report does not 
credit any concern with having given even 
$100, and several of the members of the very 
committee which drew on outside millers 
do not appear, by its evidence, to have con- 
tributed one dollar themselves. Possibly 
the report is incomplete, but it has been 
frequently asserted that the fund handled

by the committee’s treasurer represented all 
that has been given. 


If this is incorrect, 
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then the claim for further contributions 
from millers generally is based on an in- 
complete and erroneous statement. It would 
be interesting to know who these silent $150- 
donors are, and what became of their very 
liberal contributions. Were they also used 
to make bearable the ‘‘five long, weary 
months’’ during which the Washington ex- 
ile stopped at the Raleigh? If so, they 
should certainly show in the treasurer’s re- 
port. 

(5.) The ‘‘paltry contribution,’’ we beg to 
remind Mr. Kauffman. does not alone give 
representation on the league’s list. There 
is a small matter of sworn statement that 
the applicant does not make and will not 
make adulterated flour. This trifle, sup- 
ported by a bond of $1,000, constitutes the 
essential requisite to league membership. 
Possibly this little document which the gen- 
tleman has overlooked had something to do 
with the position of his friends toward the 
League. 

(6.) On behalf of the Northwestern Mill- 
er, we beg to return thanks for the some- 
what delayed, but none the less appreciated, 
acknowledgment of its efforts. ‘his is the 
first time it has been mentioned, but let 
that pass. The feeling that the league was 
not a movement in the right direction did 
not debar the St. Louis millers from asking 
financial assistance from it when their treas- 
ury was exhausted, nor did it prevent them 
from accepting a check for $200 from that 
organization, and of acknowledging same 
with thanks. 

(7.) This is a rather contemptible and 
shabby insinuation. The Northwestern Mill- 
er has not received a single cent for publish- 
ing lists of members of the league or for 
any other advertising or work of any other 
sort done in its behalf. Such a thing is evi- 
dently beyond the comprehension of the St. 
Louis millers, but it is a fact, nevertheless, 
that all the advertising, lists of names, pros- 
pectuses, etc, which have appeared in the 
Northwestern Miller from time to time in 
regard to the league, have been freely and 
gladly given without one cent of charge. In 
addition thereto, this journal has given as 
large a cash contribution as any member— 
larger than any one named in the St. .Louis 
millers’ report—and the time and services 
of its entire force have been gladly and 
gratuitously given to the cause. It is morti- 
fying to have to speak of such things in its 
own behalf—it ought not to be necessary. 
Among white people it is not necessary, but 
is taken in the spirit it is offered—as a mat- 
ter of course and a part of this journal’s du- 
ty to the trade it represents. Unhappily. 
when an insinuation of veniality is thus so 
plainly made, it becomes imperative that 
the facts be known, although the Northwest- 
ern Miller regrets the necessity. 

(8.) And the affidavit and bond. It is 
strange how Mr. Kauffman studiously ig- 
nores these rather awkward documents. 

(9.) This journal has never sought to 
ininimize the value of the gentleman’s work 
nor detract from the credit justly due him. 

(10.) No blame attaches to anyone for at- 
tempting to raise the fund. The method 
only was critised. 

(11.) And accomplish far more. 

(12.) The understanding is not correct. 

(13.) Respectfully submitted that Mr. 
Kauffman, not being a member of the 
league, has no more right to inquire into 
the inanner in which it spends its money 
than he has to make sight drafts for sums 
which appeal to his fancy, upon concerns 
which do not know him and have not au- 
thorized his action. Members of the league 
will in due and proper time receive detailed 
reports as to expenditures, all made in ac- 
cordance with the instructions of the execu- 
tive committee. 

(14.) Already answered by number seven. 

(15.) It does. For such ‘‘health’’ as is 
evidently foreign to Mr. Kauffman’s moral 
conception. 

(16.) Both bills have been already pub- 
lished in these columns and can be com- 
pared by the curious. One was a bill im- 
possible of passage, absurdly radical and 
foredoomed to failure; the other is at pres- 
ent the law of the land. 

(17.) We fancy he will have no competi- 
tion for the privilege. Since the very be- 
ginning of this movement, the unfortunate 
proclivity of our friend to write scolding 
letters based on half-digested facts and filled 
with criticism and abuse, has been a fruit- 
ful source of embarrassment to those who 
were honestly striving for the good of the 
cause in their several ways, and who desired 
to preserve harmony and good feeling among 
all concerned. Mr. Kauffman and the pro- 
verbial parrot who, after his unfortunate ex- 
perience with the monkey, realized that he 
talked too much, have some traits in com- 
mon. If he could be induced to do more 
thinking with his head and less scratching 
with his pen, it might possibly be better for 
him, and it would undoubtedly be advanta- 
geous to the committee in behalf of which 
he is as zealous as he is injudicious.

The American Cereal Co. has declared a 
semi-annual dividend of 4 per cent and an 
extra dividend of 1 per cent. 
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There was an in- 
crease of 48,000 bbls 
in the flour output last 
week, due to a larger 
capacity being in op- 
eration and to the fact 
that one group ran sev- 
en days. The quanti- 
ty ground was 266,980 
bbls, against 218,325 

the previous week. 

This is a showing somewhat better than was 
made for the corresponding weeks in 1897 
and 1896. Today there were eighteen mills 
in operation, and they were grinding at the 
1ate of about 45,000 bbls in twenty-four 
hours. Only three mills were idle, one be- 
ing in that condition from improvements 
teporarily cutting off its water supply. 
Some of them are running with a heavier 
feed than has been customary with them, 
and the common tendeney is to augment 
the production. Not so much was done in 
flour last week as in the week before. Sales 
of Minneapolis mills proper approximated 
250,000 bbis, against 325,000 the preceding 
week. The domestic buginess done was of 
a ‘‘peddling’’ character, and the buyers 
wanted the flour, after it was ordered, in a 
rush. It was claimed that very low prices 
were made, particularly by country mills, 
who were credited with basing their offers 
on new wheat. Quotations for forward ship- 
ment were particularly low. Some mills 
did rather more export business. Foreign- 
ers seemed to be after old-wheat flour, and 
where quick shipment could be guaranteed, 

they bought fairly well. Spot flour is com- 
manding a high preimum in the United 
Kingdom, and the urgency to get shipments 
cleared from the fn ae | as early as possi- 
ble could be well understood. There is in- 
creasing inquiry abroad; this applying to 
deferred shipment as well as prompt. Some 
millers, however, hardly feel like making 
the low prices necessary to export, as in the 
next three months they expect to keep fair- 
ly busy on domestic trade. Clears are ex- 
tremely dull. Some millers are quite des- 
perate over the matter as to how they shall 
be disposed of. Prices of these grades great- 
ly vary, and are relatively much lower than 
patent. Where $4.10@4.20 are the common 
quotations for first patent in wood from old 
wheat, they are shaded by some mills down 
to $3.75@3.85 for that grade from new wheat 
of various mixtures.

C, W. Ray can be written for par- 
iculars, 

The Peavey Grain Co., which recently or- 
ganized under the laws of West Virginia to 
do an elevator business in Chicago, has 
Sven a trust deed of property for $500,000, 
to run ten years at 5 per cent. 

Local mills are beginning to receive ap- 
plications from different persons for agen- 
cles of their flour in Cuba and Porto Rico. 
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Some northwestern mills formerly did a 
good deal of business in Cuba. 

H.‘R. Lyon, manager of the North Dakota 
Millers’ Association, Friday night departed 
for Mandan and other northern points. The 
millers of that territory have a meeting at 
Fargo today, and he is present. 

The wide difference in the value of olp 
and new wheat has caused much confusion 
in the flour market for a week past, there 
— a great variety of quotations made, 
ba on old wheat or mixtures of old and 
new. 

Northwestern mills were today (Tuesday) 
holding patent at $4.60 per bbl, in sacks, 
30 days’ draft, for delivery in Iowa, Illinois 
and Wisconsin points, outside of Chicago 
and Milwaukee; bulk shorts at $12 per ton, 
and bran at $10.50 in mixed cars, 30 days’ 
draft. 

E. E. Anderson has been appointed travel- 
ing freight agent of the Lehigh freight line, 
to succeed S. R. Gage, who is now with the 
Milwaukee road. Mr. Anderson’s duties 
will call him among northwestern millers, 
and he will be found a very agreeable gen- 
tleman. 

George J. Morton, formerly manager of 
the Central elevator, a Peavey house, has 
given up that position and now represents 
on "Change J. F. Harris of Chicago. The 
position Mr. Morton held with the Central 
is abolished, his duties being assumed by 
other Peavey men. 

One concern last week sold considerable 
flour for export, mostly patent. By guaran- 
teeing clearance from seaboard this month, 
a premium was obtained over the ordinary 
price. The seller was fortunate to find car- 
riers wanting the flour on the conditions 
named, and secured a specific contract for 
clearance this month. 

One country miller today offered first 
clear at $2.30 per bbl, bulk, f. o. b. Minne- 
apolis, and more from other sources was 
said to be available at that price. Some 
handlers believe that good money is to be 
made by buying up such flour and holding 
it for an advance, for they regard present 
prices as abnorinally low. 

J. G. Lawrence of the Wabasha Roller 
Mill Co. was on ’Change yesterday, exhib- 
iting some very fine new wheat grown about 
Wabasha. He furnished farmers in that 
locality with 3,000 bus of No. 1 hard wheat 
for seed, and the grain from it is even su- 
perior to the seed. It weighs sixty to sixty- 
one pounds to the bushel. 

The A. & F. Michael Elevator Co., which 
operated houses between Preston, Minn., 
and McGregor, Ia., for over fifteen years, 
has discharged all its hauds and ceased to 
do business. Financial embarrassment, 
caused, it is said, by speculations in wheat, 
brought these conditions about. The E, L. 
Tollifson Elevator Co. will succeed it. 

The James Quirk Milling Co. did not 
make the improvements to its Waterville 
mill that were contemplated, owing to the 
difficulty about obtaining the necessary 
machinery in time. The work will now be 
put off until business becomes more quiet, 
and that may be about Jan. 1. The com- 
pany is now operating both of its mills full 
capacity. 

Outside mills are starting up to quite an 
extent, and grinding more or less new 
wheat, which is reported to be working very 
satisfactorily, especially where secured be- 
fore the rains of ten days ago. Millers in 
southern Minnesota have been surprised to 
find how plump in berry the new grain is, 
and say that there will be trouble with the 
color of flour made from it. 

The fact that the outside mills are begin- 
ning to start is expected to soon increase 
the offerings of second clear and low-grade. 
While second clear has not sold very well for 
some time, it was not so hard to dispose of 
as first clear. Low-grade, of which not 
much was offered,has been in better demand 
than second clear, supposably on account of 
the activity and strength shown by red-dog. 

The consolidation of the fast freight lines 
of the New York Central and the West 
Shore roads is expected to make a radical 
change with the agencies of these corpora- 
tions in Minneapolis, St. Louis and Chica- 
go. The agencies likely to be affected here 
are those of the Blue, the Red, the West 
Shore, the North Shore Despatch and the 
Nickel Plate lines. It is possible that they 
will be merged into one agency. 

The Imperial Elevator Co. of Owatonna, 
Minn., has removed its headquarters to 
Minneapolis, opening offices in the Flour 
Exchange. The officers are P. L. Howe, 
president, and A. M. Sheldon, secretary, 
both of whom have become permanent resi- 
dents of the city. This company operates 
twenty-five interior elevators, located on the 
Great Northern road in the Red River val- 
ley. Their combined capacity is about 
750,000 bus. 


Charles R. Lull of the Lull-Franke Grain 
Co. Milwaukee, Wis., was on ’Change Fri- 
day. He had been looking up the condi- 
tion of new wheat at Mankato, Sleepy Eye, 
Waseca and other points in southern Min- 
nesota, and was of the opinion that 15 per 
cent of the grain would be reduced below 
No. 1 northern by recent rains. About Wa- 
seca, Blue Stem sown had produced a soft, 


starchy wheat, much resembling the winter 
wheat grown in Wisconsin. It was thought 
that this effect was brought about by a good 
deal of rain after the wheat was in the 
ground. 

H..V. Jones, commercial editor of the 
Minneapolis Journal, after a personal in- 
spection of much of the wheat in the three 
states of Minnesota and the two Dakotas, 
makes the following estimate of the new 
crop:

There are some millers who think that the 
past year’s experience will induce many 
buyers to pursue in the future a more con- 
Servative policy in the matter of buying 
flour; that instead of speculating by buying 
ahead of their needs, they will take supplies 
only as their trade requires. Some mills do 
all in their power to influence their custom- 
ers to follow this course, as it makes the re- 
lations between buyer and manufacturer 
more pleasant and less subject to jars. Were 
flour generally taken on this basis, it would 
make the market steadier, healthier and 
more satisfactory to all concerned. 

It is understood that the Minneapolis- 
Chicago lines have been unable to agree on 
percentages under the proposed pool of the 
flour traffic, and that the matter has been 
turned over to the western trunk-line coin- 
mittee, or general pool. A meeting of local 
roads was held here last Tuesday to consider 
the problem, and the respective lines are 
represen to have each asked for so large 
a percentage as its own sbare of the flour busi- 
ness that the total ran a good deal over 100. 
The boat and trunk lines are said to have 
organized a straight money pool to control 
flour, which goes into effect Aug. 25. The 
object is to apportion traffic on the lakes 
and with the trunk lines.

Rolled oats are unchanged in price. 

Cereal millers report rather an improved 
demand for about all their products. 

W. S. Ankeny departed Sunday, to spend 
a fortnight in New York and Pennsylvania. 

A milling company here is reported to 
have yesterday sold 1,000 sacks of red-dog 
for export at a price equal to $15.08 per ton, 
f. o. b. Minneapolis. 

One broker today reported that he had 
worked 400 tons of bran for export. With 
some of the mills anxious to sell, he could 
get a price that enabled him to make the 
deal. 

W. L. Bassett, the lumberman, has _ be- 
come interested in the Occidental (cereal) 
mill, and in the future will have the active 
management of its business. The style of 
‘*New Occidental Mill Co.’’ has been adopt- 
ed, under which the business will be done.

The Great Eastern Elevator Co., which is 
building a coarse-grain elevator in south- 
east Minneapolis, bas filed articles of in- 
corporation, with $35,000 capital stock. The 
incorporators are R. L. Frazee of Pelican 
Rapids, Minn.; W. G. Nicholls, J. E. 
Nicholls, T. N. Taylor and James Walker of 
Minneapolis. Nicholls & Taylor, the well- 
known grain firm, are back of the enter- 
prise. 

Bert Farwell, of James Marshall & Co., 
who make a specialty of handling screen- 
ings, thinks there will be very few screen- 
ings in Minnesota wheat this year, and only 
a inoderate quantity in that grown in the 
two Dakotas. Lust year’s wheat crop was 
of low quality, and contained about three 
times as much foreign seed, etc, as did the 
two preceding crops. The crop being har- 
vested will be exceptionally clean. Sheep 
feeders, to whom the screenings are sold, 
recognize this condition, and are already 
in the market contracting for a fall and 
winter’s supply, paying full prices. 

Most millers find second clear of slow sale. 
In that respect it is next to first clear, with 
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prices low, weak and unsettled. A good low- 
ease is less plentiful and held relatively 
igher than second clear, owing to the com- 
mon idleness of country mills for some 
time past; but there is not much market 
for it. Prices vary greatly. For instance, 
within the past few days a lot of good qual- 
ity was bought from a will at $1.50 per bbl 
in jute, resold to a broker at $1.65, while 
the one that bought at the latter price got 
$1.90 for it. ‘The flour simply changed 
hands until reaching a buyer wanting it on 
its merits. Mixing houses find little en- 
couragement now, as the higher grades like 
first clear, turned out by them, are very 
low in price and pretty nearly unsalable. 
Having to pay a relatively high price for 
the low-grade as originally bought, and get- 
ting a low price for first clear, the business 
is a poor one for the time being.

Considerable business was done in feed 
the past week, but spot or quick-shipment 
stuff only was wanted. At the same time. 
with the larger production here and the 
common feeling among buyers that lower 
values were due, there was a general weak- 
ening of prices, this first showing in shorts 
and middlings. Today’s quotations are 
75c to $1 per ton lower than last Tuesday. 
Some of the mills at least have feed to offer, 
particularly for September shipment, and 
fearing a further decline, brokers are not 
disposed to take hold, except as they can 
quickly turn the property over again. The 
local situation on red-dog is strong, be- 
cause the mills are sold ahead, but traders 
can see no basis for present prices holding. 
Red-dog is much higher relatively than low- 
grade flour. and handlers do not understand 
why this is the case.

MILLFURNISHING. 

James Pye has received an order for five 
large Nordyke & Marmon swing sifters to 
go into the 500-bbl mill of the Salen (Ore. ) 
Flour MillsCo. The order was quite an im- 
portant one. 

C. J. Blandin, engine man with the Twin 
City Iron Works, is just getting about after 
a ten-weeks’ sojourn in the hospital. He 
had to undergo a critical surgical operation 
as a result of an injury received in the war, 
and the chances were against his surviving 
it. However, he is now fast recovering, 
and expects soon to be himself again. Tem- 
porarily, while recovering lost strength, he 
is with relatives in Iowa. 

Emil R. Draver of Stillwater, Minn., who 
is the inventor of several milling devices, 
has been granted a patent on a dust collect- 
or, one-half of which he assigns to Marie 
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L. Draver. Section sever of the patent, 
which gives an idea of the patent, reads: 
In a dust-collector, the combination with a 
suction-fan, a series of cells; a series of 
collecting tubes or pockets in the cells, and 
corresponding series of tube-shaking or 
rapping devices; of independently-hinged 
cut-off gates in the heads of the cells; re- 
lief-ports to compensate for leakage; valves 
in the relief-ports, and an endless traveler, 
operative to open and close the cut-off gates 
and port-valves, in reverse order, and to 
operate the shaking or rapping devices 
while the corresponding cut-off gates are 
closed. 





Minneapolis Grain Markets. 





The tendency of wheat prices last week 
was downward, due largely to increasing re- 
ceipts. Spot wheat declined 3c for old for 
the week ending today (Monday), while new 
wheat, on spot, sold today, on an average, 
about 10c lower than a week ago. Sales of 
old for August were 3c lower, and Septem- 
ber regular, 154c lower than a week ago, 
and December 2%¢c lower. 

The movement of spring wheat had not 
varied much until today froin the movement 
of a year ago. Now it shows about one-half 
more than for the same day last year. It 
seems to be generally believed, and appar- 
ently with good reason, that the arrivals 
from this time forward through August, will 
considerably exceed the arrivals during the 
same time last year. Owing to the larger 
receipts within the past day or two, and to 
the prospective increase in the immediate 
future, millers have made considerable ef- 
fort to beat down the large premium on cur- 
rent arrivals. They have been quite success - 
ful, as shown by the decline of 10c in the 
past few days in the premium paid for new 
spot wheat. There is a scarcity of old grain 
offered, although some millers have quite a 
stock of it on hand, not offered on the mar- 
ket, and which is not likely to beso offered. 
The arrivals of new grein are largely of 
well-cured samples that will evidently make 
the flour safe to handle. Still,there are buyers 
prejudiced against getting large quantities 
of flour mude from new grain at this season 
of the year. It follows that millers without 
stocks of old wheat are compelled to pay 
very high prices to get it with which to sat- 
isfy their trade; and they are consequently 
unable to quote prices that meet the views 
of such customers. Besides this, flour from 
winter wheat is selling considerably lower 
than spring wheat flour, which tends to lim- 
it the output. With larger receipts daily, 
there will soon be in the market enough new 
grain to supply the milling demands, and 
that will naturally cause it to tend down- 
ward to a price but little above the price of 
futures for the earlier months. It is not ex- 
pected that the entire premiam will be lost 
on spot grain for several weeks. Such pre- 
inium may even continue for a longer peri- 
od than many now anticipate. 

For several days there has been a bearish 
feeling in the market, and that feeling has 
not yet been entirely eliminated, owing to 
the full crop of spring wheat supposed to be 
assured. The buying demand is not yet fully 
tested and cannot be until the arrivals are 
much larger. With even larger arrivals, it 
nay be confidently expected that the demand 
will relatively increase. New wheat will be 
ground much earlier than usual, and sup- 
plies will have to be furnished for about one 
month longer than in any late year. In 
other years there has been wheat enough on 
hand of the old crop to supply mills until 
about one month later than this. 

Elevators and storehouses of all kinds in 
the northwest are practically empty. which 
will call for a great deal more wheat to fill 
them comfortably than in other years. 
There is elevator storage set aside for wheat 
sufficient in this city to take some 20,000, - 


000 bus. Similar empty storage room is 
found in Duluth, and even more in the in- 
terior. Besides this. farmers are building 


more granaries, it is said, than in almost 
any other “season. The result of all this 
will be a demand for grain for local storage 
and grinding purposes that promises to ex- 
ceed that of any other year. New wheat is 
comparatively sound, and will likely keep 
we'l in the bins; and if it can be obtained 
at reasonable figures, compared with the 
price of futures, there will be no burden of 
wheat in the northwest. It is not expected 
that the dernand for export will be so press 
ing after a few weeks as in many other 
years; for Europe, although comparatively 
bare of old stocks, reports a fair or full 
yield in nearly all countries. 

It may be expected that growers of wheat 
in Europe will feel the sare disinclination 
to sell early, at least while low prices con- 
tinue,that is felt by growers in this country. 
The movement of winter wheat has been dis- 
appointingly small, and there is reason to 
believe that after the premium on new wheat 
in the northwest is gone, there will be a dis- 
appointing movement. It is not doubted 
that there is wheat enough raised to meet 
all natural demands, with a fair quantity to 
be left over; but the present crop will not 
be so early in coming to market, if current 
conditions are not greatly changed. In 
other words, the movement will be more 
uniform than usual throughout the entire 
season. There were growers in all sections 
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who held on to in last year until they 
realized very good prices, and the experi- 
ence of such will greatly control the action 
this season of others in their vicinity. 

The visible supply decreased 1,357,000 bus 
for the week, and is now less than 7,000,000 
bus—a lower amount than there is any pre- 
vious record of at this season of the year. 

Corn—Was steady during the week. The 
export demand is large. No. 3 quoted 311¢c. 

Oats—Market firm and about \¢c higher 
than a week ago. New oats are coming in 
only in moderate quantities. No. 3 white 
quoted 231¢0. 

Rye—Is in good demand at 31}¢c for No. 2. 

Barley—Market firmer at 26@27c for feed 
barley, and 30@35c for malting.

H. H. King & Co., Minneapolis: ‘‘Lo- 
cal trade is light, while eastern buyers are 
holding off for new-wheat flour. Threshing 
around Jordan will be in full blast this 
week, and the farmers are going to sell all 
they can get in at present prices. Some 
offers are made from across the water for 
flour, September and October shipments, 
but they are mostly too low for acceptance. 
We expect a big rush of flour orders inside 
of a month.”’ 


H. C. Ervin, manager George Tileston 
Milling Co., St. Cloud, Minn: ‘‘Trade this 
week has been dull, with the exception of 
export business for September shipment. 
New wheat has not begun to move in any 
volume, only three loads having been de- 
livered to date (Aug. 12); but farmers are 
beginning to thresh from shock, so receipts 
are likely to increase largely next week. 
Nearly all wheat raised in this vicinity will 
grade No. 1 northern.’’ 

W. W. Remington, manager Winnebago 
City (Minn. ) Mill Co: ‘‘Our domestic sales 
have been unusually good of late. Don't 
expect to do anything for export until new 
wheat is fit to grind. The demand for feed 
still bolds up. No new wheat marketed here 
yet. Some threshing is going on now (Aug. 
9%), but most farmers are stacking. Wheat 
will be a full grade better than last crop, 
and a nice crop to mill, as millers will be 
able to get color much easier.’’ 

©. E. French of L. Christian & Co., Min- 
neapolis, Aug. 15: ‘‘We have had a dull 
business during the past week. Sold some 
stuff, however, to the domestic trade for 
quick shipment; also abroad for future de- 
livery. This has taken about all we could 
make. The new crop of wheat is beginning 
to move. It promises to be of unusually 
fine berry, and the yield must be much 
larger than last year. Flour prices based on 
the new crop will soon be below present 
values. The tendency, even for old wheat 
mixtures, we think, will be towards lower 
prices, provided no bad weather intervenes 
to delay the harvest. It is still a weather 
market for both wheat and flour. ”’ 

H. ©. Schwall, Cleveland, O., Aug. 13: 
‘‘We can report for the past week only a 
meager amount of business. Buyers are 
pursuing the old course of making purchases 
only when it is absolutely necessary. For- 
ward business should at this time be very 
good, but it is the opposite. Prices seein to 
cut little figure, as one can purchase springs 
and winters at almost any figure. Stocks 
throughout the iniddle west and in the east 
appear very light, but there is nothing that 
seems to stimulate buying. The trade is 
naturally looking for new spring flour to sell 
much lower, and quotations for forward 
shipment just received for various north- 
western connections would indicate that buy- 
ers are quite right in this view. Byron W. 
Jackson, a local hay and grain dealer. has 
been, according to the Northwestern Miller, 
appointed as one of the flour inspectors un- 
der the new law. We have been informed 
that Mr. Jackson has not been advised of 
his appointinent. He is a staunch supporter 
of Senator Hanna, and, it is said, was a 
candidate for United States appraiser.’’

H. J. Atwood of McGuire & Atwood, in 
commission, West Superior, is making a 
business trip over the spring wheat territory. 

G. A. White of Toledo, O., in the grain 
commission line, is the guest of his brother, 
©. P. White of the Youghiogheny & Lehigh 
Coal Co. at West Superior. 

The July pepert of the ‘‘Soo’’ canals shows 
that 557,525 bbls of flour passed the locks 
in that month. The amount of east-bound 
wheat was 2,358,270 bus, and of other grain, 
1,558,560 bus. 

R. J. Nye of the Daisy Roller Mill Co.’s 
office has been elected a delegate to the re- 
publican state convention at Milwaukee, 
Aug. 17, which will nominate a candidate 
for governor. 

Only a few cars of new wheat have been 
received here as yet. The crop will certain- 
ly be large and of good quality. In the 
course of ten days or two weeks a free move- 
ment of wheat is looked for. Big flax re- 
ceipts, owing to the large crop, will be re- 
corded at the Head of the Lakes on this 
crop. 

The Minnesota cricket club of the Twin 
Cities. and a club made up at the Head of 
the Lakes, met at West Superior Saturday, 
each team securing two innings. In the 
evening a supper and smoker were given to 
the visitors by the local people, including 
James Campbell, A. Ballantine, and J. P. 
Hegan, all of the Anchor Mill; Dan Maho- 
ney of the Lake Superior mill, and Mr. 
Walker of A. D. Thomson & Co. 

Coal trade is slow. There is a small move- 
ment in soft to the harvest fields and to rail- 
road sheds, for moving the new crop, but 
no large buying has yet been recorded. The 
coal people are making an active campaign, 
however, and their selling-season is near at 
hand. Since the advance in anthracite, a 
few weeks ago, to $5.25 per ton in car lots 
at the docks, the sale of that coal has been 
especially slow. It is thought that a good 
many contracts were entered into before the 
advance came. Youghiogheny is quoted at 
around $2.35 per ton, and Hocking 10c less, 
at the docks, in car lots. The receipts of 
coal continue to be fair and shipments are 
increasing slowly. A _ freer movement of 
coal from the docks is anticipated for the 
near future. Lake freight rates as to hard 
have advanced to 25c per ton, while the soft 
coal rate is still 20¢ from the lower lakes.

Through the south- 
ern section of the 
spring wheat territory 
wheat harvest has been 
completed. The weath- 
er could not have been 
more favorable. There 
were no hot days to 
hurriedly ripen the 
grain, and nothing to 
interfere. In North 
Dakota, barvest is nearing completion. 
Much of the wheat ripened at once, and for 
this reason harvesting has been pushed 
during the past week or ten days. As to 
the wheat crop, the impression prevails 
among millers that the quality is much 
superior to the wheat of last year. One 
miller guesses that a barrel of flour can be 
made from at least fifteen pounds of wheat 
less than last year. The berry is plump 
and the heads are large, some of them con- 
taining as high as forty-five berries. As to the 
amount of wheat that will come out of this 
section this year, there is the usual differ- 
ences of opinion among those who follow 
the conditions closely. The acreage of 
both wheat and flax was large. At seeding 
time both flax and wheat were high in price 
and farmers sowed these grains liber- 
ally. The result was an increase in 
the acreage. Hot weather a month 
ago and dry weather in some sections 
did the wheat crop great damage. The 
moisture this year was not equally distrib- 
uted. In some localities there was an 
abundance of rain, while in others the crop 
suffered severely for want of inoisture. Hail 
did more than the average amount of dam- 
age this year. There will be some smut in 
this year’s crop of wheat, though smut does 
not prevail in all sections. any persons 
are inclined to look for this year’s crop of 
wheat to turn out a little larger than the 
average in quantity, though not a bumper 
crop, and fully up to the average in yield. 
Several estimates range from 200,000,000 
to 220,000,000 bus for the three’states, though 
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it will be difficult for any person to form a 
very close opinion as to the quantity until 
threshing is further along and yields are 
better understood. Old wheat is B eens. 5 up 
closer than ever before, and the mills have 
been running out their light stocks of old, 
so as to prepare for the new, which gives 
promise of being more satisfactory. 

W. H. Stokes, Watertown, S. D., Aug. 11: 
‘‘The weather up to Aug. 5 was wet and 
rainy and very detrimental to the com- 
mencement of harvest, but since that time 
we have harvest weather, which 
has been well employed in securing one of 
the finest wheat crops ever rai in this 
section of the country. The rainy weather 
did little or no damage to the standing 

rain. Wheat harvesti will be nearly 
through this week. Never before have we ex- 
perienced such fine harvest weather. There 
will be no threshing done until the last of 
next week, when the story will be told as to 
yields. The Watertown mill is at present 
shut down. I will commence opera- 
tions some time next week to grind up the 
remaining old wheat on hand. Everythin, 
indicates that nearly all the new wheat will 
grade No. 1 northern.”’ 

NOTES. 

A new elevator is being built in connec- 
tion with the Hope, N. D., mill 

At the Valley City mill of the Russell- 
Miller Milling Co. a 40,000-bu elevator is 
being completed. 

The East Grand Forks Elevator Co. has - 
filed articles of incorporation, with a capi- 
tal stock of $35,000. 

Toby Berg, at one time connected with 
the Grand Republic mill at West Superior, 
has a position with the Russell-Miller Mill- 
ing Co. 

The flax crop will undoubtedly be large, 
though much of the late-sown flax is still in 
the blossom and may not mature before it 
is frosted. ‘ 

A. M. Cragie of Minneapolis has succeed- 
ed John Hutton as miller in the mill at 
Glen Ullin, N. D. Mr. Hutton has taken a 
position in a mill at London, Canada. 

Sandager & Haugan are operating the mill 
at Lisbon, N. D., this season, which was 
formerly run by M. O. Nelson. . Mr. Nelson 
has gone to his old home across the water. 

L. A. Tavis, proprietor of the mill at Glen 
Ullin, N. D., is of the opinion that the 
yield of wheat in his locality will be about 
eight bushels per acre, and that the quality 
will be very good and fully up to the quality 
of last year. 

W. H. Phipps, who is operating his new 
mill at Cooperstown, N. D., is working up 
an excellent local trade for his flour, and 
will have a surplus of good quality for the 
eastern trade this year. The wheat around 
Cooperstown is of high quality. 

The Fargo (N. D.) Linseed Oil mill re- 
ports a light demand for cake and meal. 
This mill prefers to sell its cake and meal 
to seaboard dealers rather than export it 
direct. The flax crop in the state is large, 
and the mill is in line for a good trade. 

The mill at Glen Ullin, N. D., is burnin 
lignite,- which is shoveled out of the groun 
about five miles away and delivered at 
the mill for about $1.50 per ton. Miller L. 
A. Tavis estimates that one ton of lignite 
will furnish power to manufacture fifty bar- 
rels of flour in his mill. 

James Sorenson, Sheldon, N. D., said, re- 
cently, that the yields and quality of wheat 
around Sheldon would be very satisfactory. 
He looks for a good trade in flour on the 
new crop. Mr. Sheldon is one of the mill- 
ers in the state who marketed his wheat at 
the top of the late bulge. 

Quite a number of the smaller mills 
through this section are looking toward 
gasoline as the coming power for small 
mills. Gasoline is used with success in 
many country elevators, where small power 
is required. Millers are of the opinion that 
it could be installed in mills, and be a sav- 
ing in cost of engines and labor. 

J. H. Allen of the Fergus Flouring mills, 
at Fergus Falls, Minn., expects no larger 
yield of wheat in his locality this year than 
last, though he is of the opinion that the 
quality will be much superior to that of last 
year, and that it will mill better. He ad- 
vanced the prediction that fifteen pounds 
less of wheat would make a barrel of flour 
than last year. 

H. L. Whithed, assignee of the North 
Dakota Milling Co., has advertised the 
property for sale. and the sale will take 
place in Grand Forks, N. D., at auction 
this month. A syndicate of local capitalists 
have planned to bid on the property to pre- 
vent its being sacrificed. The mill has run 
only enough under the management of Mr. 
Whithed to take care of local trade. 

John Russell of the Russell-Miller Milling 
Co., who is also president of the First Na- 
tional bank at Valley City, N. D., said re- 
cently that money was never more plentiful 
in North Dakota. The past few years have 
been good ones for the people, and they 
have accumulated more surplus than ‘ever 
before. The deposits in his bank have in- 
creased 334¢ per cent in the past four years.

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Chicago's milling ca- 
pacity reached its high- 
est point this week, not 
in the amount of flour 
produced, but by the 
starting of the winter 
wheat side of the new 
Eckhart & Swan inill. 
Just at the present time 
a medium - sized mill 
could meet the require- 
ments of the flour trade. But such times 
are of short duration, and while the flour 
production this week is no larger than a 
week ago, within ten days, or as soon as 
new wheat is suitable for milling, the flour 
output in Chicago will be largely increased. 
Old-wheat flour made by local mills is not 
being offered to a great extent, although 
old wheat is obtainable at a premium. But 
with the prices offered for flour, local con- 
cerns do not feel inclined to manufacture a 
strictly old-wheat flour except for their best 
customers and for such as demand it. There 
are light stocks of old spring wheat here, 
but in order to get a suitable kind one con- 
cern purchased in Duluth this week a cargo 
that when laid down in Chicago will cost 
between 86c and $7c per bu. To manufact- 
ure flour out of 87c wheat, and _ sell it at the 
price obtained for certain grades of old 
spring wheat spot flour, must show a loss, 
and for that reason milling this week has 
been slow.

Monday last the Minneapolis millers add- 
ed 25c to their flour quotations here, which 
remain the same today. This is equal to $5 
wood, retail, or $4.75 wholesale, which has 
strengthened somewhat the prices to be ob- 
tained by city mills, who are asking today 
about $4.50 wood, for old stock. New spring 
patents, which are to be had now in most 
any amounts and for immediate shipment, 
ure quoted at $2.60@3.80 bulk ; but the flour 
trade is dull, and each transaction bears the 
mark of being in the buyer’s favor. In 
fact, only flours that are bargains are being 
purchased. Kansas patents seem to be gain- 
ing in favor. Though the aggregate sa!es 
are not large, certain buyers bought spar- 
ingly around $3.40@3.50, the former price 
being offered and accepted Monday. New 
winter wheat flours are freely offered at 
about the quotations of a week ago—$3.10@ 
3.25 for straights, jute; $38.25@3.40 for pat- 
ents. jute. Buyers for export are forced to 
refrain from increasing their purchases. 
simply because the foreigners are still on 
the fence. Bids of 23s 3d@23s 6d have been 
received, and very rarely up to 24s fur ex- 
port patents. In clears it requires very 
fancy stuff to bring over 21s. Shippers are 
not selling more than one-tenth of what 
they would like to dispose of. There isa 
good inquiry for red-dog and low-grade 
from the other side, at about $1 per ton less 
than they can be purchased for.

While the sales of millfeed to foreign 
markets are spasinodic, owing te the sur- 
plus offerings by the mills and the values 
obtained in this country, there is seldom a 
time when the dried grains of the brewer- 
ies are not salable, and seldom a time 
when trading is not being done with for- 
eigners. E. P. Mueller, Chicago, is proba- 
bly the largest dealer in such feeds in this 
country and even at the present time he is 
doing an extensive business, not alone in 
dried grains, but in millfeeds as well. The 
eastern trade seems to be able to secure 
larger stocks of millfeed from the winter 
wheat sections. With the northern mills 
running stronger and offering a little more 
freely, the let-up in inquiries, as received by 
city mills, is noticeable. But while this is 
true, the local demand holds strong, and 
only a limited amount of feed is to be of- 
fered for the eastern markets. Low-grade 
flour and red-dog are scarce.

The Peavey Grain Co.. Chicago, Tuesday, 
filed a trust deed for $500,000 for ten years 
at 5 per cent interest. 

Frank B. Rice, the new secretary of the 
Star & Crescent Milling Co., entered upon 
his duties Wednesday of this week. 

H. Petersen, head of the exporting firm 
of Petersen Bros. & Co., who is now in 
Germany, will return about Oct. 1. 

James W. Acroyd, city salesman for the 
Northern Milling Co.,and family, are on a 
week’s vacation in the fruit section of Mich- 
igan. 

George Martin of the Chicago Flour Co., 
end wife, returned to Chicago this week 
after several days’ vacation near Brainerd, 
Minn. 

The Nordyke & Marmon Co., Indianapo- 
lis, have the winter wheat side of the Eckhart 
& Swan Milling Co. mill completed, and it 
was started for the first time this week. 

A. B. Weller of the Edward P. Allis Co., 
Milwaukee, passed through Chicago Sunday 
on his way to Fostoria, O., where he has 
gone to start up the new Isaac Harter Co.'s 
mill. 

John W. Heywood of the Pillsbury com- 
pany, Minneapolis, who believes that Vitos 
is a healthful food in all seasons of the year, 
and who has charge of placing it upon the 
market. was in Chicago Monday. 

The death of Albert E. Neely, one of the 
oldest members of the Chicago Board of 
Trade, was announced on ’Change Monday. 
He was for many years connected with the 
grain and elevator interests of the city. 

There is a rumor current to the effect that 


the American Biscuit Co. is considering the - 


purchase of the Sanderson Milling Co.'s 
property in Milwaukee. It is also reported 
that this company has gone so far as to look 
the plant over, and that the deal may be 
closed at any time. 

Increasing the capacity in Norton & Co.’s 
mill by the placing of machinery to add 900 
to 1,000 bbls daily, is completed, and the 
Edward P. Allis Co., the builder, has re- 
ceived acceptance of the mill. The mill 
is entirely satisfactory to Norton & Co., 
both in the quality of the flour produced 
and the yields, percentages and produc- 
tions. There are over 100 bbls per day 
easily made over what was called for in the 
contract. 

Alfred G. Iturr, San Luis Potosi, Mexico, 
of the milling tirm of Iturr, James & Pach- 
all, has been the guest in Chicago and Mil- 
waukee of John Fraser of the Edward P. 
Allis Co., during the week. He has been 
looking over some of the Chicago mills and 
the new Norton company’s plant at Lock- 
port, to consider the methods adopted in 
these mills. Mr. Iturr is to have the capac- 
ity of his mill at San Luis Potosi increased 
to 200 bbls daily. He left Tuesday night 
for San Antonio, Tex. 

Archibald Winne of this city has been ap- 
pointed a revenue agent to act as flour in- 
spector under the new flour law. Mr. Win- 
ne has been a resident of this city fora 
number of years. He was engaged as man- 
ager for two or three local iron and steel con- 
cerns for about twenty years. Several Chi- 
cago flour men as vell as those not versed in 
this particular line of trade sought the posi- 
tion. The salary paid deputy inspectors 
is $6 per day and $8 allowed for traveling 
expenses when on the road. 

W. C. Helm, manager at Valley City, N. 
D., for the Russell-Miller Milling Co., was 
in Chicago yesterday visiting his brother- 
in-law, E. J. White, the local representative 
and a leading stock-holder in this old estab- 
lished milling concern. Mr. Helm says 
that he looks for new wheat to begin to be 
marketed in Valley City about Aug. 20 
to 25, which is comparatively early for 
new grain. In their county (Barnes) Mr. 








Helm believes the yield will be about 15 bus 
per acie, against about ten to twelve last 
year. They have some old wheat left, but 
the stocks in that section are low. 

The tendency to anticipate business wants 
in varied lines of industry calls constantly 
for new methods to meet the general require- 
ments, and, among others, the miller and 
grain dealer is now being aided in the car- 
rying of surplus stocks heretofore e great 
burden upon his ready capital, by use of 
storage warrants issued upon grain in their 
own elevators and warehouses on which 
money can be borrowed. What a —- 
——— is may not be generally unde’ , 
so I quote the following from the reply of 
the Guaranty Storage Warrant Oo., 189 La 
Salle St., Chicago, to the question as to the 
true meaning of storage warrants: ‘‘By 
comparison, a storage warrant is a certifi- 
cate of deposit for property, and is, in its 
application to merchandise, the same as a 
certificate for deposit for money when is- 
sued by a bank. S respect to the warrants 
of this company, the storage warrant de- 
clares that certain property has been depos- 
ited on premises occupied by the warrant 
company. It legally represents the property 
acknowledged to have been received. t 
may be bought, sold and delivered with the 
same facility and in the same manner as 
stocks, and bonds, and is negotiable and 
transferable by endorsement, and agrees 
upon payment of charges that the property 
specified as having been reeceived will be 
delivered to the authorized holder. The 
storage warrants of this company are issued 
upon property without removal from prem- 
ises of the owner. Such portion of premises 
as are required to contain the property for 
which warrants are desired are leased to it, 
and only for such time as the property is 
expected to remain.’’ 


NOTES FROM NORTHERN ILLINOIS MILLERS. 


Johnson & Christian, North Aurora: ‘‘We 
have a very good trade in flour and feed. 
Wheat and rye crop good in this locality. 
Corn will be half a crop.’’ 

J. E. Hutchinson of the Waverly Milling 
Co., Waverly, writes: ‘‘We will likely not 
run the mill this year at all. The wheat 
crop isa complete failure. There was not 
enough raised for seed in this section, ’’ 

Des Plaines Valley Co., Bloomington: 
‘*We are pleased to say that trade is opening 
up in flour and feed witha very satisfactory 
demand. he corn crop around here looks 
very fine but the oat crop is only fair.’’ 

Illinois Valley Milling & Shipping Co. ,Ot- 
tawa: ‘‘The flour trade is fair, but prices 
are low. Feed trade is good. The quality 
of wheat is fair, and the yield will be 15 bus 
to the acre. Oats are light, not over half a 
crop.”’ 

J. W. Gift & Co., Peoria: ‘‘Flour trade 
is very dull. Weare selling all of our feed 
to local trade. Our wheat crop is fair. The 
quality is good and will yield about 18 bus 


to the acre. Farmers not inclined to sell at 
present prices. ’’ 
Lincoln Roller Mills, Lincoln: ‘‘Our 


wheat crop turned out about half of what we 
expected, and it will average about 10 bus 
per acre. Flour trade, both export and do- 
mestic, is fair. Farmers are holding wheat 
for higher prices. ’’ 

Pfeffer Milling Co., Lebanon: ‘‘Feed 
sells easily at full prices. There is a fair de- 
inand for flour at prices nct in line with 
values for cash wheat, for the trade wishes 
to buy on Setembper basis. We have, up to 
the present time, managed to straddle the 
situation. Wheat movement is very light, 
mostly on account of unfavorable weather. 
Threshing from the stack will now begin. 
Corn is moving freely. We are receiving 
nearly 100 loads daily from farmers.”’’ 

FROM THE TRADE—WISCONSIN, 

The Blodgett Milling Co., Beloit: ‘‘New 
rye is of excellent quality. and it is being 
marketed freely.’’ 

G. ©. Board:nan, New Richmond: ‘‘There 
is no immediate prospect of the Boardman 
mill starting. No change in the situation.’’ 
The mill in question is the one located at 
Boardman and operated by Johnston Bros. 
up to saveral months ago. 

R. A. Welsh of the Empire Mills, Beaver 
Dain, who is to make some improvements 
in his mill, writes: ‘‘The changes in my 
mill have not been commenced. Capaci- 
ty of wheat flour will remain the same, but 
I am adding a rye run in connection with 
wheat. ’’ 

R. F. Allen, Fond du Lac: ‘‘My local 
trade is fairly good, but export is dull. 
Farmers report satisfactory crops, but it is 
too early to judge irom receipts of new 
grain. Threshing is quite general here 
now. Two weeks will see us with good grain 
receipts, I hope.’’ 

P. H. Putnam, the Marinette head miller, 
says: ‘‘Hay crop, especially clover, is the 
best in years. Wheat, rye and oats are good, 
while corn and potatoes are about an aver- 
age crop. We have had too much rain for 
harvesting. Trade is much better than for 
the past ninety days.’’ 

Ford Milling Co., Janesville: ‘‘Our trade 
is opening up well and we are sold ten days 
ahead. Crops in this vicinity are good in 
small grain; corn is promising. Feed trade 
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is large; in fact, we could sell more than 
we can make. Al ther, the outlook for 
trade this fall is good.”’ 

Charles de Pue of the Mauston Milling 
Co., Mauston, has been in Chicago and vi- 
cinity during the last three or four days. 
He says that their plant has been idle sever- 
al days, owing to the changes and repairs, 
which are now about completed. So far 
this season no new rye has been marketed 
in Mauston, but within a week or ten days 
he thinks the receipts will be quite large. 

Davis Milling Co., Galesville: ‘‘We are 
getting all the orders we can attend to, and 
are running night and day. Feed trade is 
brisker than ever before at this season of the 
year, and at higher prices. The crops in 
this section are better than for years. We 
shall try to shut down the latter part of this 
month for a week to make a few repairs 
and to put ina new water-wheel. We are 
looking forward to a fine year’s business. ”’ 

W. S. Crowther & Co., Ripon: ‘‘We have 
to report a very quiet flour market for some 
time past. All are looking for lower prices, 
and are buying only as needed. We have an 
excellent crop of wheat, if it can only be 
secured in good shape. Have had a good 
deal of rain lately which has prevented 
stacking. Prices of feed and coarse grains 
keep up, which helps out rmillers. We are 
looking fora fairly good milling year the 
coming season.’’ 

Norcross & Doty, Janesville: ‘‘We have 
had a most excellent trade all through the 
dull season this summer. Farmers are mar- 
keting their new grain quite freely, and are 
well satisfied with the prices. All small 
grains are of excellent quality, but the yield 
is a little below the average. We are buying 
immense quantities of ear corn at about $8 
per ton. e took in 68,000 lbs from the 
farmers yesterday (Aug. 11). The changes 
we have made in our mill were to reduce the 
power; have not increased our capacity to 
any extent.’’ 

Word comes from Black River Falls as 
follows, regarding the crop conditions: 
‘‘The long spell of unsettled weather is 
working great loss to the farmers in this 
section of the state, as a vast amount of 
grain is growing in the shock. Not to ex- 
ceed one-fourth of the stacking is finished, 
and the rains that have fallen daily have 
resulted in heavy losses. Spring grain, 
which followed the winter wheat, came on 
so quickly, owing to the warm and dry 
weather, that the entire crop in many in 
stances is still in the field.’’ 

L. E. Bucknam of Kingsbury & Henshaw, 
Antigo millers,was in Chicago the fore part 
of the week. Mr. Bucknam says that the 
amount of wheat raised around Antigo is in 
excess of last year, but is not sufficient for 
local milling. Kingsbury & Henshaw con- 
tinue the buying and selling of everything a 
farmer has or needs, and, as a result, they 
had an exceedingly good year last year, and 
so far for 1898 have done well. In some 
ways this concern could give many valuable 
ideas to the average country miller, for they 
make it an object to look after the farmers’ 
trade by buying anything from them they 
have to sell, from produce to fence-posts. 
In fact, Mr. Bucknam says they have even 
advanced money to two customers who 
wished to go abroad to secure for themselves 
wives. While this is a little outside of the 
milling business, it shows the disposition 
on the part of this hustling concern to ex- 
tend its trade.

~ The Milwaukee mills 
increased their output 
slightly this week, the 
production being 8&2 





bbls more than last 
week. All the mills 
P have been busy but 
one, though two of 
then ran on easy 
schedule. The output 
of the week is 1,020 


bbls greater than of the corresponding week 
last year, and 9,665 greater than the same 
week of 1896. The production of the past 
four weeks falls 4,408 bbls short of the 
corresponding period of 1897, but is 11,043 
greater than that of 1896. The general 
activity of the mills indicates that the mill- 
ers are comparatively well-satisfied with the 
state of the market, though quotations are 
close and profits small. Most of the mills are 
making large sales,and shipping orders come 
fast enough to keep them busy. At one of the 
large mills it was said today that the sales 
of the week were about double the produc- 
tion, and that the mill had therefore been 
run strongly. The millers appear to be un- 
able to gauge the market in advance under 
the present conditions, though they say that 
it is hard to conceive that flour can go 
much lower. They are, however, keeping 
very careful watch of the market, and gauge 
their output by the signs that they find in 
their daily shipping directions. The mills 
are all now in good condition and should 
make a good record of production from this 
time forward.

The directors of the Chamber of Com- 
merce reported a resolution Tuesday, ex- 
tending one year the sopmoreey rule udopt- 
ed a year ago, which established No. 1 north- 
ern as the de of wheat deliverable on 
contracts. There was much opposition last 
year to the change of the contract grade 
from No. 2 spring, and it was finally decided 
to make the experiment and see how it 
would work. The experiment proved satis- 
factory, and one of the results has been a 
considerable revival in the line of option 
trading, which had fallen off almost entire- 
ly, the deals of local operators being con- 

ucted in the Chicago market. The resolu- 
tion of last year made Aug. 15 of this year 
the time limit, and it thus expires Monday. 
The resolution to extend the rule provides 
for its going into effect Aug. 20. 

One of the leading grain merchants of the 
city said, regarding the Armour control of 
St. Paul elevators: ‘‘Armour & Co. have 
been for years buying grain in the west and 
northwest and shipping it to their elevators 
at Chicago. They, and other men similarly 
situated on other roads, having elevators in 
Chicago, on the Burlington, Rock Island, 
and Northwestern, have n for years 
buying in the territory from which Mil- 
waukee draws its grain. This grain has gone 
to Chicago without paying tribute to Mil- 
waukee. It seems reasonable to believe that 
a live business man, merchant or grain 
dealer of Milwaukee, would see the benefit 
that would ultimately be derived to the com- 
munity by having a strong buyer in Mil- 
waukee who would divert to this market a 
large quantity of grain that has previously 
been sent to Chicago.’’ 

G. E. Marcy of Chicago, a representative 
of P. D. Armour & Co., was on the Board 
Friday looking after the elevator deal of his 
company. Mr. Marcy said to the corre- 
spondent of the Northwestern Miller: ‘‘The 
intention is to place buyers ou the market 
here and to deal in all kinds of grain, in- 
cluding flaxseed, the same as we du in Chi- 
cago. We have not decided as yet relative 
to all details, but we will be here on or be- 
fore Sept. 1, and will do business the same 
as other regular grain dealers. This will 
mean an addition to the Milwaukee market 
and just that much more competition in the 
trade. We are looking around to secure de- 
sirable offices, which will be opened for busi- 
ness by the first of the month unless we 
should start in before that date, of which 
there is some possibility. We will conduct 
our business here just the same as we do in 
Chicago.’

The Manitoba Wheat Crop.

6,000,000. Of course, the most critical time 
has yet to be passed, namely, the frost pe- 
riod.—Montreal Trade Bulletin. 
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Indianapolis mills 
made good runs this 
week, turning out 18,- 
083 bbls of flour. Buy- 
ers, both foreign and 
domestic, have indi- 
cated a little more life 
in the trade, and in- 
quiries were more fre- 
quent. On the whole, a 
little better prices were 
offered, and some very fair sales were made. 
The most unsatisfactory feature of the busi- 
ness, however, is the refusal of the farmers 
to sell wheat. Whether the market is a or 
down, it does not seem to touch them. It is 
the general feeling that the market is pretty 
well settled, and that flour is being offered 
as low as it will be for some time to come. 
When it is considered that the farmer has 
never occupied so independent a position 
financially as he does now, a free movement 
of wheat on this crop should not be looked 
for. The farmer is able to hold. and he is 
doing so. The stocks of wheat in store in 
Indianapolis today amount to 459,879 bus, 
an increase of 4,375 for the week. 


FROM THE TRADE—INDIANAPOLIS. 


The Hoosier State mill has been going 
full time this week. Orders have been 
booked to take August output. Edgar H. 
Evans of this mill is in Nantucket, enjoy- 
ing a little sport after blue-fish, while*‘ Uncle 
George’’ has his nose down to the grind- 
stone. ’’ 

Blanton Milling Co: ‘‘We have had only 
a fair business the past week, as our buyers 
are still waiting for the break, and have 
taken but a limited quantity of flour. Our 
sales have covered our full-time output, but 
were not so large as they should have been 
at this season of the year. The demand for 
feed still continues, while offerings of wheat 
are limited.’’ 

Arthur Gillet of the Acme Milling Co: 
‘*‘Not much new business this week, al- 
though we have had some demand for flour 
and feed for August and early September 
shipment, which we could not satisfy, owing 
to our being sold ahead. Although we are 
scouring the country for wheat, we are get- 
ting little. Wedo not expect to see much 
of an improvement in vufferings from the 
country until after —— Should it 
be as we expect, it would seem as though 
the present price would hold.’’ 

Nordyke & Marmon Co: ‘‘We have re-

McDaniel & Pittman Co.,Franklin: ‘‘ Last 
week was about the dullest on record. Our 
farmers are not selling wheat. which prac- 
tically puts us out of the market. We have 
a good demand for both flour and feed at 
fair prices, but find it impossible to do 
much business, on account of 3carcity of 
wheat. ’’ 

Terre Haute letter: ‘‘None of the Terre 
Haute mills, excepting the Imperial mill of 
W. L. Kidder & Son, have been running 
this week. This mill ran day and night all 
week on orders for export. Orders at pres- 
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ent, however, have not been coming in very 
freely. Wheat receipts still continue very 
light. Feed is in good demand at slightly 
higher prices.’’ 

Blish Milling Co., Seymour: ‘‘We can 
report a much more active flour market this 
week. In fact, we have been quite busy at 
times booking orders; other times, however, 
when we were not so busy we employed in 
guessing where our next load of wheat would 
come froth. Receipts have dropped off to 
almost nothing. Feed continues in active 
request at full prices, and if there were a 
little freer movement of grain, we would 
feel very well satisfied, for we are running 
in our old-time form, full time, full capaci- 
ty, both sides. 

Kauffman Milling Co., Mt. Vernon: ‘‘We 
have tle same old story to report from this 
section. A dull and dragging flour tiade 
and indisposition on the part of the farmers 
to part with wheat. Foreign advices indi- 
cate a weak feeling abroad. Domestic ad- 
vices indicate depleted or entirely exhausted 
stocks throughout the entire southern coun- 
try. Still, buyers of flour and sellers of 
wheat are apart. Farmers are praying 
nightly for another young Napoleon of the 
wheat pit, but the crop of Napoleons this 
season seems to be rather light. We are 
runving full time this week, but will put the 
mill on balf time next week, unless wheat 
receipts and flour orders should increase. ’’ 

J. L. Knauss, Phoenix Flour Mill, Evans- 
ville: ‘‘The old reliable government report 
Heme a prominent part in the wheat mar- 

et this week, and it looked as if it actually. 
had come to the assistance of the bears; but 
all reports, statistics about big crops and 
more wheat than the world will know what 
to do with, does not seem to have any effect 
on the farmers. In our city there are not 
farmers’ deliveries enough to run one mill, 
while usually at this season of the year all 
mills get more wheat than they need. Some 
of our mills are closed down for want of 
wheat. The demand for flour continues 
slow; more inquiries have come this week, 
but all want to buy lower. We cite one in- 
stance: ‘Can’t you make lower prices; 
wheat is 2c lower?’ forgetting that his prices 
were at the time based on lower prices than 
cash wheat. In the south there are several 
reasons why buying is not going on as usu- 
al at this time of the year. First, country 
merchants have credited the planters and 
farmers until they have no money to buy 
with, and as most all flour is now sold for 
cash, they have to do without it, or at least 
buy sparingly. Second, cotton is at least two 
weeks late, while rain nearly every day pre- 
vents cotton from maturing. Third, there 
was more than the usual amount of wheat 
raised in the south, and especially is this 
true of North and South Carolina. The 
wheat is being taken to small mills and 
butchered into flour, which will take the 
place of good flour, until they have money 
to buy it.’’ 

OHIO. 

Hicks-Brown Milling Co., Mansfield: 
‘*We have been running full time and have 
orders enough for this week. Huwever,? 
they are getting scarce. Flour buyers do 
not seem to be willing to pay the price asked 
for cash wheat. Farmers still continue to 
hold their wheat, having faith in higher 
prices. Feed is in good demand at fair 
prices. ’’ 

T. J. Bloom & Son, New Madison: ‘‘We 
are running day and night, but orders are 
about filled, and buyers do not seem inclined 
to take hold of much flour, as_ they believe 
lower prices will prevail. Wheat receipts 
are small for this season of the year. Farm- 
ers are putting their surplus wheat into 
bins for higher values, and only selling 
what they have not room for. We expect to 
keep the mill in full operation for some 
time to come, as trade will surely take hold 
after a little. We have booked a little do- 
mestic business this week, but not of suffi- 
cient quantity to enable us to start the night 
run again. Foreigners seem to be out of 
the market, except at very low prices, and 
this has caused us not to sell anythirg for 
export. Feed is in good det:and at satisfac- 
tory prices. Local trade on flour is about 
as usual.’’ 

KENTUCKY. 

Lexington Roller Mills, Lexington: ‘‘We 
have had a steady week's run. Wheat is 
grinding better and we are able to get more 
flour through our mill. New business is 
hard to secure, but we have enough on our 
books to run a week or ten days longer. 
The demand for feed is good. Farmers are 
still inclined to hold their wheat; yet we 
are finding enough wheat to keep us going 
and have some little supply ahead. ”’ 

Miles & Son, Frankfort: ‘‘The flour trade 
continues slow and dragging. Rains have 
delayed wheat threshing considerably during 
the past ten days. On this account the re- 
ceipts of wheat are not so heavy, but as 
soon as the weather clears sufficiently for 
threshing, we expect heavy receipts of wheat 
again. The farmers are just as determined 
about holding wheat as ever. A little dlepres- 
sion or a little advance in the market does 
not seem to shake their faith in ultimately 
higher prices. We have been able to put 
through some sales for export this week, bet 
are compelled to do close figuirng to secure 
orders. We have to do this, however, on 
domestic orders as well.’’

THE ROYAL AGRICULTURAL SHOW 


[Continued from Front Page.] 


was present, though there was no crush after 
leaving the railway train. On entering the 
grounds I patronized one of the little booths 
where catalogues were sold. On looking 
over the catalogue I found that this was 
the fifty-ninth country meeting held by the 
society. The catalogue was quite a bulky 
affair, and I noticed that the list showed 
there were 502 implement-stands. 

The president of the society this year is 
Earl Spencer, K. G. On looking over the 
staternent of the society I find that in 1%39 
a meeting was held at Oxford, and the pres- 
ident that year was also Earl Spencer, only 
he was the third Earl Spencer, whereas the 
present year it is the fifth earl of that name. 
The society seeins to have the active sup- 
port of the highest in the land, for I notice 
that the Queen was president one year, 1889, 
when the meeting was held at Windsor; 
while the Prince of Wales has been presi- 
dent more than once. No records of attend- 
ance seem to have been kept prior to the 
year 1853, when 26,245 persons were admit- 
ted. The attendance has shown a pretty 
steady increase till the Manchester meeting 
of 1897, when 217,980 people attended, and 
a profit of £4,074 was shown. This year the 
attendance was considerably less than last 
year, but I have not seen any statement of 
the financial results. The promoters of the 
enterprise must have worked from love of 
the cause alone for the first nineteen years, 
because, during that period, the meetings 
showed a steady loss, running as high as 
£3,218 in 1852, when the show was held at 
Lewes. After that time the meetings began 
to show a profit, good and bad years being 
interspersed. The low-water mark of finan- 
cial results seems to have been in 1879, un- 
der the presidency of the Prince of Wales, 
when there was a loss of £15,064. In every 
other way, however. the show appears to 
have been successful that year, since the 
number of implements entered was about 
double the average of the years immediate- 
ly preceding and following, and the attend- 
ance was larger than had been the case any 
year previously, except the year 1869. when 
the Prince of Wales was also president. 

Apart froin implements, live stock, poul- 
try, farm and dairy produce constitute the 
attractions of the show. Gold medals and 
prizes are given for the best animals in va- 
rious classes, and the care devoted to breed- 
ing, as a result of the competition engen- 
dered by the show, must have done a great 
deal to improve all classes cf live stock in 
Great Britain. Many of the horses were 
covered with blankets having crests and 
ducal coronets worked on them, showing 
the interest taken in such matters here by 
all classes. The prize animals were led 
round the ring in the presence of a large 
crowd of spectators. The Prince of Wales, 
clad ina light grey suit and a grey stiff 
hat, occupied the front seat in the royal 
box. 

Almost on entering the grounds I saw the 
sheds where the implements were exhibited. 
These were all of very simple construction, 
the roofs being only of canvas, so that very 
incleinent weather or heavy driving storms 
would have found the machinery rather un 
protected ; but, fortunately, the weather was 
pleasant almost throughout the show, though 
there was some heavy rain the first day. On 
seeing the sheds I at once noticed the ex-

Once I stopped to take a snap- 
shot down the line,while Mr. Dawson looked 
over the catalogue. 

Occupying a prominent position at the 
end of one of the implement sheds was the 
stand of Ruston, Proctor & Co., Ltd.. of 
the Sheaf Iron Works, Lincoln. This firm 
is celebrated for its engines and threshing 
machines. Having run across its products 
in various parts of the world, I was inter- 
ested to meet here Mr. Bornemann, the gen- 
eral mauager of the company, and to learn 
something about its business. 

Over forty years ago, a small millwright’s 
business was carried on by the firm of Bur- 
ton & Proctor, in Lincoln. Shortly after-

will take the breaks for a 20-sack mill; that 
is, twenty 280-lb sacks of flour per hour. 
The bearings of this roller are ten inches 
long, and its advantages as coinpared with 
smaller rollers are, less power in propor- 
tion to the amount of work done anda 
definite grinding-action the whole length of 
the roller. The fast roll is made thirteen 
inches in diameter and the slow ten inches. 
This machine can work on all classes of 
stock, even down to the fine purifier dust. 
By increasing the diameter of the fast roll, 
a gieatly-increased differential speed is se- 
cured. This roll weighs about 5,000 lbs and 
it is especially recommended where the 
miller has fine stock he desires to reduce 
quickly. The large roller mill is driven 
by four belts. Of course, in a roller mill of 
such length as this it is necessary to provide 
for the feeding very carefully; this is done 
with the patent automatic ‘‘vibratory’’ feed. 
Speaking of the roller, Mr. Robinson said: 
‘The big roll must be very well made. With 
a small roll the miller can grind,even if the 
machine is not so well made; but a big roll 
is more economical for the miller both in 
first cost and in power.’”’ 

Mr. Robinson also showed me a little 
wheat-inixer of their own construction, 
known as Muir's patent wheat mixer. This 
has a ratchet with an eccentric adjustment, 
by means of which the rate of feeding can 
be altered at will, and an accompanying 
table shows how to adjust the machine for 
auy given number of bushels per hour. 
Among other machines exhibited on this 
stand were the scourer, with a revolving bar 
rel case, a break scalper, a Kohinor puri- 
fier, also a combined bolting machine. 
The latter is claimed to be cheaper and to 
occupy less space than the plansifter, while 
its action is specially adapted to the diffi 
cult operation of bolting, viz, the separa- 
tion of the dust from the flour; also the easy 
operation, that is, the separation of the 
middlings from the dust. In this way, by 
adapting the action to the end to be secured, 
it is claimed that a better result can be ob- 


ward Joseph Ruston joined the firm, and 
the present style was then assumed. At this 
time not more than twenty-five hands were 
used, while today the firm employs 2,000 
men. It has buildings occupying sixteen 
acres, and it has turned out some 20,000 en- 
gines, an equal number of boilers, and over 
10,600 theeshing machines. Nine years ago 
the business was converted in to a limited 
liability company with £500,000 capital. In 





“Nearly every machine bore a card with the legend, 
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a frame at the back part of the stand I no- 
ticed a great quantity of medals. These, 
Mr. Bornemann said, represented only a 
part of the various medals received by the 
firm. Altogether it has had 250 nedals and 
pie, including the cross of the Legion of 

onor, which was presented to Mr. Ruston 
in 1875, as a special recognition of the re- 
markable excellence of the machinery exhib- 
ited by the firm of which he is the head. 
The yearly output at present is something 
like 1,000 engines, 850 boilers and 650 thresh - 
ing machines. The castings of the firm are 
noted for their cleanness and soundness, and 
the firm does much government work, 
secret of its profitable business being the 
manufacture of large quantities of machin- 
ery ina highly organized and systematic 
manner. The works include the foundry, 
with two large cupolas. a malleable iron 
factory, a boiler shop, a millstone build- 
ing and dressing sho Op, where stones for 
grain and cement grinding are constructed, 
and wood-working shops, where the thresh- 
ing machines are built. The latter are situ- 
ated some distance from the other works, 
though all are on the River Witham. In 
their exhibit at the show, Ruston Proctor & 
Co.’s principal exhibit was a Corliss engine, 
with cylinder 11x28 inches; this is listed at 

£230. An interesting engine was the 6-hp 
traction on a new system, having no lin 
motion, the reversing being done by two 
keys on the crank-shaft. A very small ea 
able steam engine of four effective 
power, with cylinder 5x6 inches, mounted 
on two wheels, was shown. This engine is 
intended for small farmers’ use. A high- 
speed vertical engine, suitable for electric- 
light works, was also exhibited. All the 
work seemed to be well finished, and in pro- 
portioning the parts, an ample margin ap- 
pears to have been left for strength without 
making a clumsy machine. 

In another part of the implement sheds I 
ran across Mr. Barbeau and Mr. Erwin, in 
charge of the exhibit of grain-cleaning ma- 
chines of the S. Howes Co., Silver Creek, 
N. Y. Mr. Erwin believes in wy hay 
while the sun shines, and nearly every ma- 
chine in this exhibit bore a white cal with 
the legend ‘‘This machine is sold.’’ Most 
of the machines in this exhibit are so well 
known as to make it indeed a twice-told tale 
to refer to them at length. They include 
the full list of Eureka grain-cleaning ma- 
chines, also an automatic flour packer, a 
sack and bag turner and a sack and bag 
cleaner. The latter is a small apparatus by 
means of which any flour adhering to the 
inside of the sack is rapidly and effectively 
brushed off by means of a_ revolving cylin- 
drical brush. The sack turner is especially 
useful in connection with the cleaner, and 
it seems to me that there are many places 
where such a machine might be used with 
advantage by people who probably do not 
know that there is any machine made for 
the purpose. A Munson grinding will, and 
a Little Giant turbine water-wheel and a 
Champion water-motor were among the ma- 
chines exhibited here. The stand of S. 
Howes Co. was between those of E. & R. 
Turner, Ipswich, milling engineers, and W. 
R. Dell & Sons. 

The Turners had a full line of their rolls and 
other machinery. I was pleased to find tnat 
they also bad arrangements for supplying 
afternoon tea, which I found very accepta- 
ble, not having been able to get any before. 
At the stand of W. R. Dell & Son I had quite 
a chat with Mr. Stewart and Mr. Dell. This 
firm has been identified with Ainerican 
milling machinery for many years. It has 
an agency for the grain-cleaning machinery 
of the Barnard & Leas Mfg. Co., Moline, 
Ill.. and had one of the Victor brushes, 
largest size, viz, No. 4, on exihbition. Mr. 
Dell said they sold more of this size than 





‘This is sold,’”’ 
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any other. They also handle the new Amer- 
ican turbine made by the Dayton Globe 
Iron Works Co., of Dayton, O. They have 
pe made:a specialty of millstones, and 
while this business is dwindling to small 
proportions in camperipen with what it fcr- 
mnerly was, they stil 

Mr. Stewart said they had an order for sev- 
enty stones from abroad last year. Just 
now they are especially interested in push- 
ing their Common Sense plansifter, which 
is made in four to seven sections. This ma- 
chine requires only 44-hp. They have sold 
about 195 of these in the eighteen months 
that they have been on the market. 

At Whitmore & Binyon’s stand I had the 
pleasure of meeting Mr. Whitmore for the 
first time. Mr. Perrett was also on hand, 
and the machinery exhibited * the firm 
comprised a grain-grindi:t.g mil! and the 


Haggenmacher plansifter, the Standard 
dustless purifier, an improved roller mill, a 
wheat mixer, an elevator and a steam en- 
gine. 
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tIn*going about the grounds one occasion- 
ally came across machinery towering high 
in the air, such as hay-stacking machines. 
One machine that attracted special attention 
a its height was the Reynold’s grain 
dryer,

Government Crop Report. 





The August report of the Department of 
Agricultnre shows the following average 
conditions on Aug. 1: 

Corn, 87.0; spring rye, 93.7; barley, 79.3; 
Irish potatoes, 83.¥; spring wheat, 96.5; 
oats, 84.2; buckwheat, 87.2. 

The condition of corn, 87.0, is 3.5 points 
lower than last month, 2.8 higher than on 
Aug. 1, 1897, but 9 lower than on Aug. 1, 
1896, and 0.6 below the August average for 
the last ten years. The principal state aver- 
ages are as follows: Ohio, 89; Indiana, 86; 
Illinois, 72; Iowa, 92; Missouri, 86; Kansas, 
69; and Nebraska, 85. 

The condition of spring wheat, 96.5, is 
1.5 points higher than last month, 9.8 above 
the average of Aug. 1, 1897, 17.6 above that 
for Aug. 1, 1896, and 13.5 above the August 
average for the last ten years. The condi- 
tions in the principal states are as follows: 
Minnesota, 101; North Dakota, 95; South 
Dakota, 92; Nebraska, 92 and Iowa, 94. 

The average condition of spring rye is 
"3.7, which is 3.2 points lower than last 
inonth, but 3.9 higher than on Aug. 1, 1897, 
5.7 higher than on Aug. 1, 1896, and 6.4 
points above the August average for the last 
ten years. 

The average condition of oats is 84.2, as 
compared with 92.8 on July 1, 86.0 on Aug. 
1, 1897, 77.83 on Aug. 1, 1897, 77.3 on Aug. 1, 
1896, and 83.7 the August average for the 
last ten years. The proportion of the oat 
crop of last year still in the hands of farm- 
ers is estimated at 6.4 per cent, as com- 
pared with 10.1 per cent of the crop of 1896 
in fartner’s hands one year ago. 

The average condition of barley is 79.3, as 
compared with 85.7 on July 1, with 87.5 on 
Aug. 1, 1897, with 82.9 on Aug. 1, 1896, and 
86.3 the August average for the last ten years. 

Preliininary returns indicate a reduction 
of 5.5 per cent in the acreage of buckwheat, 
as compared with last year. The condition 
of buckwheat is 87.2, against 94.9 on Aug. 
|, 1897, 96.0 on Aug. 1, 1896, and 90.2, the 
August average for the last ten years. 

_ The average condition of Irish potatoes is 
83.9, against 95.5 last month, 77.9 on Aug. 1, 
1897, 94.8 on Aug. 1, 1896, and 87.1, the 
August average for the last ten years. 

There has been a general and somewhat 
‘erious decline in the condition of pastures. 

The condition of timothy hay, 99.3, is al- 
most unprecedentedly high, 
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A let-up in activity 
was the feature in the 
flour market this week. 
The mills in St. Louis 
and near by that have 
been: running promise 
to slack up next week, 
unless a change comes 
early in the week. At 
this season of the year, 
mills expect enough 
business inoving in regular channels to keep 
them active, but this mg they have been 
disappointed. The mills having the temer- 
ity, and at intervals the trade, to induce 
night-and-day running usually find such an 
accumulation of stock that a shut-down or a 
curtailment in output follows. The export 
trade is doing little. Week after week the 
big buyers keep on cabling, the fruits of 
which are only occasional sales, usually of 
small lots. The heavy buyers have not taken 
hold freely only at intervals this season. 
The sales are usually by mills having regu- 
lar customers for their brands. 

*% 

The domestic trade was very light and 
somewhat of a fall-off from the business of 
preceding weeks. Prices ruled a shade lower, 
and sales of extra fancy were made as low 
as $3.30 and $3.35 by St. Louis and near-by 
mills at equal rate points. Patent was quot- 
able mainl at $8.75 per bbl. The 
output of the St. Louis and East St. 
Louis mills for the week was 31,000 bbls, 
showing every mill in the om capable of 
running to be in operation. The output of 
the mills whose product is sold from St. 
Louis was 75,000 bbls, against 75,000 last 
week. This output is the normal maximum 
and was indu by active buying during 
the recent wheat advance.

Receipts for the week amounted to 276,130 
bus, against 297,217 last week, 558,031 in 
1897, and 709,654 in 1896. The subject of 
grain divergence is one of comment to deal- 
ers in St. Louis.

Of the grain received 
in St. Louis this week, 261 cars and 21,500 
sacks, there was really no fancy stock. but 
the inspection showed 14 cars and 3,945 
sacks No. 2 red; 67 cars and 7,981 sacks No. 
3 red; 74 cars of No. 4, and 51 cars of No. 
2 hard.

MILLFEED, 
The millfeed market is as active and en- 
tertaining as any one could wish for. There 
was a splendid demand from the east, and 
un very heavy business moving. Of the 
many houses in the city bandling this prod- 
uct, one reports a shipping business of 
twenty cars daily on an averuge. There isa 
goodly supply and there is no complaint 
irom this quarter at all. In fact, the eyes 
of the buyer; seem to be centered upon St. 
Louis. Bran in large sacks sold on east 
track at 51@5l1\¢c, and is quoted at that to- 
day. Direct orders brought prices as high 
as 54\¢e from the southern trade. In 100- 
Ib sacks. prices during the week were 52@ 
53c. Middlings, in 100-lb sacks. sold at 
67¢ for No. lup to 72c for fancy white. 
Bulk bran on east track brought 48c; at 
country points, 45@46c. 
CEREALS. 


Milling oats are worth 29@30c, but there 
isa strong feeling in oat products, which 
caused an advance during the week of 15@ 
20c per bbl. Excessive rains, with conse- 
quent promises of wet stock caused the mar- 
ket to strengthen. There is a strong in- 
quiry from the foreign trade, but only light 
buying. Domestic business is fairly good, 
and mills all in operation. Quotations to- 
day are: Rolled oats, per bbl, $3.50; oat- 
meal, $3.90@4; chop feed per ton, $12. 

. as 

Early harvest in the southwest was failry 
free from rain, but the latter part of July 
and the first half of August have been un- 
precedented for precipitation. Heavy, soak- 
ing rains have fallen at intervals of every 
few days, und there are many conflicting 
stories of damage. Wheat in the shock now 
is in a fair way to remain there, for samples 
of sprouted wheat, right from the shock, ex- 
hibited here, show a growth that makes it 
unfit for use. It is reported that there are 
still some considerable districts in Missouri 
with wheat in shock. Best reports from 
Illinois and the main belts of Missouri 
would indicate that the bulk of the wheat is 
threshed or in stack, and only a small per- 
centage in danger of sprouting. The wet 
weather caused a complaint of weevil in the 
stacked wheat. 

¥* * 

In the death of Conrad Fath, in St. Louis, 
Aug. 10, the career of an ante-war-time 
wniller of prominence ended. His age was 
sixty-five years. Years ago Mr. Fath stood 
foremost in the ranks of active, energetic 
business men, a successful miller; but para- 
doxically, one who failed. He was one of 
the earliest members of the St. Louis Mer- 
chants’ Exchange, and it is said that he 
started in life as an omnibus driver for the 
old Wiseman line, which the older millers 
will recall in association with visits to St. 
Louis before the war. He first became 
known to the trade as identified with the 
firm of Fisse & Ewald. At the death of 
Mr. Fisse, the firm was changed to Fath. 
Ewald & Co., which for a number of years 
did an enormous business in flour and grain. 
Fath, Ewald & Co. owned the flouring mill 
at St. Mary’s, Mo., just below St. uis. 
This mill, at the dissolution of the firm of 
Fath, Ewald & Co., reverted to Mr. Fath. 
Reverses at once commenced to overtake 
Mr. Fath, and he lost the St. Mary’s mill, 
but continued in business until about 1893. 
Mr. Fath held a very honored position in 
the eyes of his fellow members, and this was 
enhanced by the plucky way in which he 
met adversity. At sixty years of age he 
accepted a position as book-keeper and 
nominally secretary and treasurer for the E. 
B. White Grain Co. A short time ago this 
company retired from business and Mr. 
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Fath ended his business career. Death 
sometimes enters opportunely, and this can 
be charitably said in the case of this kind- 
hearted and respected ante-belluin miller.

The Southern Illinois Milling Co., Mur- 
physboro, Ill.. writes: ‘‘On account of un- 
seasonable weather at the time wheat was 
maturing, the yield is proving considerably 
less than anticipated. However, on account 
of the ‘increased acreage, the amount of 
wheat pore in territory tributary to us will 
be well up to the average of former years. 
Threshing has been delayed somewhat b 
the frequent showers, but our farmers ha 
taken advantage of good weather, and most 
of the wheat was stacked. As we have good 
territory to draw from, we are receivin 
ample supplies of good milling wheat, an 
expect no trouble this year on this score. 
There seems to be an inclination on the part 
of our buyers, both foreign and domestic, 
not to take hold of the new flour. We pre- 
sume it is on account of wet weather and 
damaged-wheat reports. Since the new 
wheat begun to move we have not been 
crowded with orders. We are at present 
running on a large export order, as well as 
supplying our local and southern trade, and 
all things considered, we feel greatly encour- 
aged, as the outlook for millers throughout 
southern Illinois is certainly brighter than 
it has been at any time during the past year. 
We are beginning to feel the benefit of the 
pure flour legislation. The competition 
of the mixers injured us considerably last 
season, but if any market is now being 
flooded with adulterated goods, we are not 
aware of it.”* 

The Union Milling Co., Cape Girardeau, 
Mo., writes: ‘‘We have had so much wet 
weather and farmers were so late threshing, 
that wheat is damaged almost beyond mill- 
ing purposes. There is certain territory 
south of us which has better wheat, but it 
is divided among so many millers the per 
cent we get in this direction is so small it 
doesn’t counteract the bad. Flour demand 
is quiet, buyers reticent; orders are few and 
prices tending lower. Both export and do- 
mestic bids are unsatisfactory. It seems 
that the yield of our crops has been boomed 
to too large figures. Our buyers of flour 
don't believe this, and are still anticipating 
lower prices. Deliveries will be gradual; 
there will not be the usual rush at this sea- 
son of the year. Both of our mills are run- 
ning, one full time, the other half. We be- 
lieve this season is as neur a failure as we 
have had for years.’’ 

NOTES. 


Keblor Bros.’ big Rex mill at Kansas City 
is operating full time and enjoying a heavy 
export trade. 

J. H. Fluk, representing Fluk. Son & 
Newman, Gloucester, Eng., flour buyers, 
was in St. Louis early in the week. Another 
foreign visitor was E. Kiderlen of Hamburg. 

A dispatch to this city says that Fort 
Worth, Tex., is soon to have a new 1,000,- 
000-bu elevator. The enterprise is backed 
by the wheat-growers of the surrounding ter- 
ritory. 

The Frank L. Miller Grain Co., Kansas 
City, has been incorporited with a capital 
stock of $2,000. The incorporators are J. 
L. Messmore, Frank L. Miller and Alice 
Miller. 

The Cuban Land & Colonization Co. has 
been incorporated in Topeka, Kas., with a 
capital stock of $250,000. The company is 
organized to promote business in Cuba and 
Porto Rico. 

The O. H. Corbin Milling Co., Liberty, 
Mo., was incorporated this week with a cap- 
ital stock of $20,000. The incorporators are 
W. H. Corbin, B. B., and G. W. Corbin, 
and W. C. Wilmot. 

Ex-Gov. E. O. Stanard is home froma 
trip to northern Michigan. His mill reports 
a sale of 3,000 sacks of flour this week to 
Cuba. ‘I'he shipment will be one of the first 
to arrive after the cessation of hostilities. 

There is an interest manifest among the 
millers in the trade likely to spring up with 
Cuba and Port Rico. It is likely that the 
representatives of the better mills in this 
territory will visit the island markets and 
establish some sort of trade relations at the 
earliest practicable moment. 

OC. H. Blake, M. D., writing in the Ameri- 
can Journal of Health, gives high comimend- 
ation to the flour made under the new 
process by the J. B. Buss mills of St. Louis. 
A brand of flour from the Buss mills was 
given a rigorous test, and the investigation 
showed it to be entirely free from adulter- 
ants and of a quality that would recommend 
its use, where a good pure flour is desired. 

An aftermath of the final failure of the 
Yaeger Milling Co. at Waverly, Ill., in 18938, 
was the failure this week of the Bank of 
Waverly. The bank suspended Wednesday 
with estimated assets $500,000 and $350,- 
000 liabilities. When the Yaeger Milling 
Co. was in operation it wasa heavy borrow- 
er at the bank, and upon the failure of the 


mill the bank came into the possession of 


the property, and lost $48,000. 
ARKANSAS. 
W. D. McCanley of Hot Spring county, 
reaped from seven acres of Ouachita river 
bottom land 24444 bus of wheat. It was of 
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the Mediterranean variety, and some of the 
straw reached a height of six feet, seven 
inches. 

The wheat crop in some of. the northwest- 
ern parts of the state has been almost a total 
failure, but the state acreage has been large- 
ly increased, especially in the middle and 
southern sections. It will be greater next 
year, and several new roller mills will be 
built. 

E. H. Brockschmidt of the Little Rock 
Mill & Elevator Co., estimates the wheat 
crop of Arkansas at not less than 2,500,000 
bus.

siderable business is reported in the east 
and southeast. Export business is not all 
that could be asked; inquiries are at low 
prices. Some seaboard shipments are be- 
ing made on old export orders. Millers still 
complain more or less regarding prices of 
hard wheat flour. They have to figure very 
close margins to get into the market. Soft 
wheat flour is not so bad. prices being above 
those at St. Louis, though wheat also ranges 
slightly higher. The local demand for soft 
wheat flour is very good, and once during 
the week a buyer here had difficulty in sup- 
plying bis customers from his mills in Kan- 
sas. Mills in Kansas report considerable 
activity, and some that were down fora 
short time on account of being well stocked 
up having resumed. The chief source of 
discouragement for inillers is the light de- 
liveries of wheat. This matter is especially 
worrying to soft-wheat millers, who have 
difficulty in getting wheat at present prices 
sufficient to keep their mills running.

Arkansas City Milling Co., Arkansas City, 
Kas: ‘*The flour trade is fair with us. 
We have been running full time for the 
last month. The quality of the new crop is 
quite disappointing, but we think it mills 
better than last year’s crop. Farmers are 
not selling freely. Corn promises a good 
crop here.”’ 

J. L. Woods Merrill last week forined a 
partnership with Thomas Page, for the pur- 
pose of handling the eastern and export 
trade of the latter’s big mill at Topeka, 
Kas.

Woods Merrill & Co. Mr. Merrill has been 
prominently identified with the flour trade 
here for more than a_ year, as southern 
agent for the Minneapolis Flour Mfg. Co. 

The Port Arthur route this week gave no- 
tice of considerable reductions of freight 
rates on milling products. The reductions 
apply to products milled in transit from 
reconsigning points to points in Texas and 
the south, and amounts to a reduction of 2c 
per 100 for Kansas City mills, on flour. 
Other roads have not yet announced a simi- 
lar reduction, but it is said that they will 
shortly do so. 

The Kansas City Board of Trade early this 
week adopted a_ resolution that this city be 
made headquarters for one of the deputy 
flour inspectors to be appointed under the 
new pure flour law. Before Secretary Bige- 
low had transinitted the resolution to the 
proper authorities, however, word was re- 
ceived fromm Chief Inspector Gallagher that 
an inspector would be named for this place 
at an early date. 

The elevator and warehouse of the Hurd 
Milling & Grain Co., in this city, were bad- 
ly damaged by fire, which started at 11 
o‘clock on the night of Friday, Aug. 12. 
The building, built this summer, and the 
machinery, in operation only a few weeks, 
were damaged $1,000 or more. The plant 
and contents. valued by Mr. Hurd at about 
$5,500. were fully insured. It will probably 
be repaired at once. 

‘*The demand for shorts just now, as well 
as fora considerable time past, is unprece- 
dented.’’ said P. E. Burrough, today. ‘‘ Very 
little shorts comes to Kansas City from 
country iwnills, and offerings are not nearly 
sufficient to supply the urgent demand. The 
output of country mills is taken at once by 
farmers at the mill door, and few mills have 
any surlpus to ship. The reason for this is 
found in the increasing number of hogs in 
the west. Prices of shorts have gone up 
from week to week so that, while their nom- 
inal value under ordinary circumstances is 
5a 6e¢ above bran, it is now 10@11c higher.’

Some of the mills were advanced 10c on 
Wednesday, but failed to sell any flour, 
so were put back in. The advance 
carried the markets beyond the limits of 
the local trade, and only a few small 
jobbing lots were worked. The trade 
is not willing to buy more than enough 
for immediate requirement, for the 
discount on new flour is so great that 
there is no temptation to buy old. No 
dealing has been reported in new flour, 
but prices 40c and 50c under old are 
talk for September shipment. This 
prevents any business, and the trade is 
indifferently waiting for something to 
turn up. With the growing scarcity of 
old wheat in the northwest, the ability 
to make and sell old-wheat flour is steadily 
growing less. The opinion is freely ex- 
pressed that the trade will have to pay cur- 
rent prices or even better for old-wheat 
flour. There has been a little export trade 
in spring clears, with prices down to the 
lowest figures of the season. The sales were 
made at $3.20 in sacks, and about 20,000 
were sold at this figure. The local demand 
has been small and easily satisfied. 


¥* 


The market for winter wheat flour is dis- 
couragingly dull. The trade will not buy, 
and the mills are working the old claim of 
inability to buy wheat, and are therefore 
unwilling to make concessions. Buyers and 
sellers are therefore somewhat apart; yet the 
tendency of the market has been steadily 
downward. New patents are selling at $3.90, 
and some straights are bringing no better 
than $38.50. In low-gradg flour there has 
been only one tendency through the market, 
and that downward. There is a steady press- 
ure all the time, and sales of low-grade 
have been made down to $2.50 for fines, and 
from that price up to the price for straights. 
No export business is reported in new flour, 
most of the export bids being below a work- 
ing basis.

Cornmeal! is dull and about steady. There 
has been a little indication of weakness on 
the top brands, the edge appearing to be 
off from the market. With a suspension of 
hostilities there ought to be a good demand 
for the West Indies, not only to supply the 
depleted stocks but also the ordinary nor- 
mal demand. The new promulgation of 
the custom regulation for Cuba and the oth- 
er late Spanish islands shows the tariff that 
will have to be paid. The duty on good 
white wheat per 100 kilos is 1.20 pesos; oth- 
er cereals, the same; wheat flour, 1.50 pe- 
sos; rice flour, 2 pesos, and other flour 1.50 
pesos. To ascertain whether the products 
presented for clearance should be considered 
as flour, a sample must be passed through a 
sieve No. 80, composed of silk tissue pre- 
senting eighty holes to the square inch, or 
square of 27 millimeters. Should the prod- 
uct pass through this sieve it shall be dutia- 
ble as flour. The duty on bran is 25 pesos 
per 100 kilos.

The arrival of full steamer 
loads within a week shows a good improve- 
inent, as for months there have been noth- 
ing but piece-lots coming in by lake.

There has been less demand for spring 
wheat this week than last. The stiff hold- 
ing of stock, the entire giving out of all No. 
1 hard, and the growing scarcity of all 
other spring wheat des contribute only 
to dullness, though there is not much ex- 
pectation that there will be enough old to 
last till the new is available. There is such 
risk in laying in a stock, against the proba- 
ble conditions,that no one is likely to do it. 
There isa much improved demand:for winter 
wheat, but the sales are not large, though 
farmers are now turning out more corn than 
formerly, at prices about the same as last 
week.

Flour was_handi- 
capped this week by 
reason that the C. A. 
Gambrill Mfg. Co., 
who set the pace in 
this market, failed to 
restore the 25c that it 
took off from prices on 
Aug. 2. This was a 
great disappointment 
to the trade, which, in 
view of the advance and strength in cash 
wheat, confidently looked for the loss to be 
recovered late last week or the first of this. 
Outside mills followed the course of wheat, 
but the home manufacturers were content 
to sell at the decline, thereby making it 
difficult, if not impossible, for competing 
jobbers to do business ata profit. How- 
ever, subsequent events have shown the wis- 
dom of the local company in not restoring 
prices, since wheat has suffered a reaction 
and outside mills are again offering flour 
at the old rates. Local trade was necessarily 
light, for jobbers could not buy early and 
compete with the city mills, and because they 
would not do so later for fear of a further 
break. Still, something was done, of course, 
in a car-lot way by those who were com- 
pelled to have a little stuff, but the business 
was very sinall for this time of year. In 
view of light stocks, the demand is likely to 
revive and become active as soon as ‘alnes 
are steady and are based exclusively on the 
ad, uct. Present prices seem to be 
ba on temporary scarcity.

WHEAT. 


Wheat has been irregular and dull, closing 
today, after many upsand downs, 1c high- 
er on cash and 1c on August, but 3c lower 
on September, than the figures of last Sat- 
urday. We are having a little squeeze in 
cash wheat at present, due to light stocks, 
receipts and offerings, and the fact that the 
shippers have some tonnage arriving that is 
unprovided with cargo and which must be 
loaded or go on demurrage. It is cheaper 
to pay a premium for wheat than the de- 
murrage on steamers, and this is why cash 
wheat is now bringing 1}<c over the month, 
and 64¢c over September. All the export- 
ers are in the same boat, and ail 
are being more or less’ pinched. 
It is said they are losing from 3c to 4c per 
bu on all the wheat they are now shipping. 
Receipts and clearances have not been so 
bad, after all, while stocks show an increase 
of 165,679 bus. Cables have been firm, but 
have brought comparatively few workable 
orders for wheat. Perhaps a good busiuess 
could be done if stocks were larger and ex- 
porters were not so much worried over old 
contracts, for I understand foreigners are 
bidding within lc of the market for 
quick shipments. Tonnage, moreover, is 
cheap and plentiful, being offered at the 
ridiculous rate of 6d per qr to some 
ports. Freight engagements for the week 
were fair, and included both berth room 
and steamers, chiefly the latter, and 
for coarse grain. Milling wheat is lic 
higher on the better qualities and 5c on the 
poorer grades, compared with last quota- 
tions, with receipts running small of south- 
ern, but better of western, and with millers 
and shippers alike eager buyers of the offer- 
ings. Clearances from both coasts were 
again large. Receipts of wheat here for the 
week were 708,625 bus; clearances, 654,034 ; 
stock today, 471,997.

The flour trade con- 
tinued dull during the 
week. While there has 
been no_ important 
change in prices, the 
market was weak to 
sell. Buyers held off 
for concessions, but 
desirable trade brands 
were not offered freely. 
Owing largely to the 
growing scarcity of old wheat at interior 
points, millers are unwilling to stimulate 
business at the expense of prices. Spot sup- 
plies are small, but ample for present lim- 
ited requirements. Spring wheat patent is 
excessively dull and hard work to sell at 
to ex $4.60 on choice gocds, while 
some business has been done at $4.55. A 
few stencils are held by millers at $4.65@ 
4.70, but these figures are above the views of 
buyers and are difficult to reach, except ina 
small way from regular trade. Good coun- 
try patent has sold at $4.45@4.50. Straight 
is slow at $4.20@4.40, while clear is quoted 
at $3.50@3.75, but meets with sensei any 
inquiry. In spite of the continued sluggish- 
ness of demand, there is no important in- 
crease in the offerings of new winters. The 
mills show no inclination to sell on a lower 
basis of value, while buyers are not willing 
to take hold freely, except at concessions 
from general asking-rates.

Owing to the unsatisfactory condition of 
the market, very little flour is being con- 
signed to commission houses, and spot sup- 
plies are insignificant. Straight is quoted 
at $3.60@3.80, with few transactions above 
$3.75. The bulk of sales of good brands is 
at $3.65@3.70. Patent rheets with a limited 
outlet at $3.85@4.10, while clear is dull and 
largely nominal at $3.25@3.50. There is not 
enough low-grade available to fix reliable 
prices. The city mills are maintaining 
former figures on all grades, but report a 
slow and unsatisfactory market. Receipts for 
the week were 15,360 bbls and 78,802 sacks, 
making a total since Aug. 1 of 25,822 bbls 
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and 125,784 sacks, against 27,555 bbls and 
122,676 sacks during the same time last year. 
Exports for the week were 200 sacks to Ham- 
burg, 65,000 sacks to London, 400 tons to 
Rotterdam, 850 tons to Glasgow and 350 
tons to Liverpool.

The drift of prices is 
still downward, and 
the very low price be- 
ing made for forward 
shipment seems to 
completely take away 
the courage of buyers. 
There isa difference of 
about 7s per sack be- 
tween Minnesota pat- 
ent on the spot, for 
prompt delivery, and the same flour for Oc- 
tober shipment, and this difference has a 
most depressing effect on business. Many 
think that if forward prices were higher, 
more business would be done. It might be 
supposed that with such a large margin in 
favor of prices for flour on spot, holders of 
spot flour would be jubilant. But the fact is, 
though spot flour commands such a premi- 
um, it cost its owner many _ shillings 
above current values, hence the jubilation 
of holders is only of a negative sort, or a 
rejoicing that their loss is no greater. A 
rather unusual occurrence on this market 
was the shipment of a large lot of hard 
wheat patent to the West Indies. A consid- 
erable shipment of this kind was made last 
week, and in all 21,000 sacks are reported to 
have been cleared from London for this des- 
tination. These shipments have, niturally, 
tended to increase the scarcity of Minnesota 
patent on the spot and to strengthen the po- 
sition of holders of this grade.

There was no market here on Monday of 
this week, Monday being what is known as 
August Bank holiday, when all shops and 
business houses are closed, and the young 
men and maidens betake themselves in 
thousands to the various resorts around 
London. The weather the past week has 
been ideal summer weather, warm and 
bright. Another’ week will prubably see a 
good deal of wheat-cutting going on in the 
south of England; and present prospects 
point to a wheat yield in the United King- 
dom of between 7,000,000 and 8,000,000 qrs. 
The imports of wheat into the United King- 
dom during the week amounted to 456,470 
qrs.

Recently I mentioned a case of adultera- 
tion of self-raising flour with maize flour. 
Since that time, a case has arisen where a 
retailer was tried for selling wheat flour 
adulterated with maize flour. The accused 
said he supposed that the flour was pure, 
but he had bought it without any warranty 
as to purity. The inagistrate let him off 
with a nominal fine. but advised him to buy 
flour under a guaranty hereafter. There has 
been some agitation of this subject in par- 
liament, and it is not impossible that there 
may be some new legislation on the subject 
of flour adulteration, as the existing legis- 
lation seems rather ineffective in prohibit- 
ing the importation of adulterated flour into 
England.

It was announced some time ago that ar- 
rangements had been made to extend the 
penny postal service for letters to distant 
parts of the British Empire; such as Africa 
and Canada. That is. letters may be sent 
from London to the Cape and to Canada at 
the same rate as from London to Scotland. 
The arrangement, of course, has to bea 
joint one between the home government and 
the various colonial governments, and some 
irritation is felt because Australia does not 
fall in with the arrangement. A day or two 
ago Isaw an announcement in the daily 
press that negotiations for a similar rate of 
postage (two cents) are under way between 
Great Britain and the United States. This 
would, indeed, be a desirable consumma- 
tion, and would be a great step forward in 
facilitating business between the two coun- 
tries; and I trust that American millers, 
through their associations and otherwise, 
willdo all they can to bring about this 
change in postal rates. In many respects 
the English postal arrangements are more 
favorable to the public than the rules of the 
American post office. In England, for in- 
stance, you inay now send four ounces, in 
a sealed envelope, throughout England, Ire- 


land, Scotland and Wales, for ont penny

Last year I noted the remarkable speed 
attained by a boat of novel construction, 
called the ‘‘Turbinia’’ Further trial seems 
to have shown favorable results for this form 
of construction, and the British governmeut 
has now contracted with the Parsons com- 
pany for the construction, on the Tyne, of 
some torpedo boats on the turbine system, 
which are guaranteed to have a s of 
thirty-eight miles an hour. It is thought 
that they will attain a speed of forty miles 
an hour. A writer in the Daily Mail points 
out that as the distance between Galway, 
on the west coast of Ireland and the near- 
est available harbor in Newfoundland is 
but 1,600 miles, the ocean passage thus ap- 
pears to be within reasonable expectation of 
accomplishment in forty hours, and he 

ints out, also, the great advantage to Eng- 

and of being thus brought within a com- 
paratively short reach of the wheat fields of 
the new world Thus, in case of war, fewer 
war ships would be needed to convoy the 
steamers bringing grain. Perhaps this 
possibility will do something to quiet the 
fears of those who are now so clamorous for 
national grain stores as a safeguard for 
England’s food supply, in case of war. Cer- 
tainly the entire history of transportation 
shows that the service is constantly becom- 
ing cheaper an@: more accelerated, and it 
would not be at all surprising if the 40-hour 
ocean service, suggested by the correspond- 
ent of the Mail were to become a reality 
within the next twenty-five years.

Kruger, Darsie & Co. (Aug. 2): ‘‘A good 
part of the past sennight has been given up 
to holidays, but, on the days remaining for 
business, wheat has continuously and stead- 
ily declined. September delivery came 
down 3d per ctl, and December delivery 2d, 
with a very small business doing. The flour 
trade still remains slow. The demand con- 
tinues to be for immediate requirements 
only, and prices have a declining tendency. 
Flour on the spot is not very plentiful, and 
therefore keeps up rather better in value 
than for forward delivery, but prices must 
be quoted generally 1s per sack lower for the 
week.’’

Altona Bros. (Aug. 1): ‘‘Our market for 
breadstuffs remains inan almost unchanged 
position, with only a few slight variations, 
cau by either sunshine or rain, or by for- 
eign advices. The weather at present is all 
that can be desired for ripening and har- 
vesting the crops. Enterprise is absent, and 
in general buyers expect lower prices, though 
stocks of grain have decreased to mini- 
mum quantities. Wheat remains weak, and 
business is slow. Flour is dull, and busi- 
ness is very difficult, owing to the low offers 
for shipment from America. Inland mill- 
ers offer at very low prices for fall delivery. ’’

August Blumenthal, Hamburg: ‘‘Practi- 
cally no trade in American flour has been 
done in Hamburg during the past week. 
Stocks are plentiful, and buyers an unknown 
quantity. ’’ 

Eugen Baumann, Berlin: ‘‘Trade has 
been rather dull. As the prices for delivery 
in September are much cheaper than for 
prompt delivery, people are buying sparing- 
ly. Though almost all cereal goods are 
scarce, there was no upward tendency, on 
account of the small demand.’’ 

Ludwigsen & Schjelderup, Christiania: 
‘*Trade is dull. We have not found any 
searcity of spot stuff. The only stuff that 
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may be scarce, till the cheap flour that has 
been bought for autumn shipment arrives, 
is spring wheat patent. ’’

I have inquired of the trade this week as 
to the shipments ot French flour. As far as 
Great Britain is concerned, the trade in this 
flour saw a great increase for the two years 
preceding this, when prices chan around 
so that it was almost out of market. 
Now, it is commencing to be heard of again, 
ae be seen by the replies given here- 
with: 

Walkers, Winser & Hamm, London: 
‘*There are plenty of offers of Frerch flour 
in our market, and immediate shipments of 

grades meet with some little attention. 
We do not, however, look for a large busi- 
ness this year, as forward offers fron: Amer- 
ica are cheap in comparison with those 
from France.’’ 

Collier & Son, Bristol: ‘‘We do nut han- 
dle French flour, and do not intend to do so 
unless forced by circumstances. We are con- 
tent to leave it severely alone. ’’ 

Reid & Glasgow iverpool: ‘‘There is 
very little French flour on spot; business is 
practically an unknown quantity. Forward 
offers have been dearer than offers of Amer- 
ican winter patent, and we may say that we 
do not look for much trade in French flours 
this season.’”’ 

H. B. Rudolph, Manchester: ‘‘French 
flour is now coming again to Manchester, 
and prices compare very favorably with 
American; in fact, they are considerably 
lower. Good French patent is offered at 22s 
6d@23s 6d c. i. f. Manchester, September 
shipment, while America asks 2s@4s 6d 
above.’’ 

Wilson & Burnie, Leith: ‘‘French flour 
is too dear at present, but forward prices 
are a bit easier, and it looks to us as if they 
might be in it to some extent later on, when 
the new crop is moving freely.’’ 

Bulsing & Heslenfeld, Amsterdam: ‘‘We 
have not heard of any French flour being 
offered in our market as yet.’’ 

Gerhard Polak, Amsterdam: ‘‘I do not 
believe much business was done in French 
flour here last year, and I do not think we 
shall have much competition from that side 
this year. One Minneapolis miller is offer- 
ing first clear at 914 guilders, c. i. f. Sep- 
tember shipment, a price below all other 
qutoations. ’’ 

Nicola Koechlin & Co., the Hague: ‘‘Some 
French flour is being offered here at lower 
prices than America is asking. This flour 
is lying in French rts, and can be here 
within a few days, whereas American flour 
is only offered for prompt shipment, and 
cannot arrive before October. Some of the 
flour in stock in France is of American 
make, and as French people do not like it, 
it is very likely that it will be sold here at 
low prices. ’’ 

Wilhelm Fischbeck & Co., Kiel: ‘‘There 
have been no offers of French flour in our 
market, and we do not expect any.’’

If an active demand 
for ocean-grain space is 
any criterion, there isa 
large volume of busi- 
ness doing in flour and 
cereals at this port. 
Practically all the space 
for August has been en- 
gaged and quite a large 
amount for September 
and October. The week 
has been a rather quiet one in flour, al- 
though the usual amount of business was 
done for account of loval requirements, 
which are of a hand-to-mouth character. 
Buyers refuse positively to anticipate wants. 
Manitoba spring wheat flours have engaged 
more attention than Ontario brands, 
and it is a_ peculiarity of the _in- 
quiry that nothing but old-wheat flour 
will satisfy buyers. On this account, mill- 
ers are expecting a premium on old over 
new wheat of as much as 25c to 30e per bbl. 
Others, however, say that the quality of 
new-wheat flour that they have inspected is 
excellent, and that once this fact permeates 
the trade, it will command close to the prices 
realized for old-wheat stock. 

* 

Ontario brands of straights are offered 
here in car lots, on track, at $3.60@3.65 per 
bbl. Sales of these, spot, in broken lots 
are noted at $3.75@4. Ontario winter wheat 
patents have sold in car lots at $3.85@4, 
laid down on track, and $4@4.25 in store. In 
spring wheat flours, sales by Manitoba mill- 
ers are noted at $1.40@4.50 for strong clears. 
Local milling concerns are asking $4.75 in 
car lots, and $4.90 in smaller quantities. 
Spring patents have realized $5 on good- 
sized lots for spot. 








Two firms of Ontario millers have taken 
action at law against several flow-importing 
houses in London and Liverpool, for repu- 
diating contracts and refusing to take de- 
livery of flour. The outcome will be await- 
ed with considerable interest by exporters. 
The only ostensible reason for refusal to 
accept delivery was a decline in prices, and as 
the English houses in question are of good 
tinancial standing, it is confidently expected 
that they wil! he forced to compensate the 
shippers, for the flour forwarded was fully 
up to the standard, and all the terms were 
complied with. This practice of throwing 
up contracts when the market goes against 
the buyer is by no means rare. Other Can- 
adian millers whose flour was refused have 
sent representatives over, and got settle- 
inents by compromising instead of going to 


law.

Trading in wheat and other grains this 
week has been rather active, both domestic 
and United States product. Over 50,000 bus 
of No. 1 hard Manitoba.were worked at 851¢c 
afloat, Fort William. In addition, 10,000 
bus were sold for export by a local miller,the 
terms being kept private, but he claims that 
he made more money than if he had turned 
it into flour. Quite a number of good-sized 
‘argoes of new-crop Toledo and Detroit 
wheat were also put through for export from 
this port.. The first offers of new-crop On- 
tario red and white wheat were made this 
week in lots suitable for export, but so far 
no transaction bave been made. 
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In coarse grain the great bulk of the 
business was contributed by oats, the turn- 
over since last Tuesday being over 45,000 
bus. Values ruled steady throughout at B3i¢¢ 
afloat. Nothing has been done on spot in 
corn, but the through business has been 
large. In fact, the receipts to date of this 
grain are among the largest on record, 
amounting to 13,130,000 bus, against 9,329, - 
26 for the entire season last year. 4

The first lots of uew oats have been re- 
ceived in this market from Ontario, and 
competent judges | ste tgenne: them bright, 
plump and in excellent condition. One or 
two car lots of these oats sold at 31c in store. 

The movement of grain here has been 
considerable during the week. The exports 
of the different important cereals were as 
follows: Peas, 42,286 ‘Sus; oats, ; 
wheat, 159,184; corn, 200,603. And of flour, 
42, 269 sacks. The stock of flour in store is 
2, 600 bbls heavier than a week ago, being 
18, 243 bbis, against 17,543 a year ago. Com- 
pared with last year, wheat in store this 
week shows an enormous decrease, Gave 
being only 29,953 bus, against 239,312 the 
same week last year. Coarse grains show 
little variation, stock being: Corn, 54,601 
bus; peas, 137,725; oats, 608,258; barley. 
21,385; rye, 8.226. 

Inland Treights by lake and river continue 
very low, engagements having been made at 
2c from Chicago to Kingston, on wheat, 
and 1c on corn. From Kingston to Montre- 
al the rates are 13%{c on wheat and 15%c on 
corn. From Toronto to Sdeutreal 24¢¢ was 
bid on wheat. ws

The Ontario agricultural department has 
issued its August crop report, from which 
the following extracts are taken: ‘‘The re- 
sult of the high temperature of July, com- 
bined with the scanty rainfall, was to hasten 
the ripening of all grain crops and to ad- 
vance the harvesting season. The crop of 
fall wheat is one of the best ever harvested 
in the province. Spring wheat, like other 
cereals, ripened early, owing to the hot 
weather, which in some localities pre- 
vented the heads from filling well. The 
yield, as a whole, however, will be consider- 
ably above the average, especially in eastern 
Ontario, here the crop is the best for many 
years. The barley crop is generally good, 
and with few exceptions the grain is bright 
and in fine condition. There will be about 
an average yield of oats. The greater part 
of the rye crop is fed green, to supplement 
pasture. The yield will be slightly above 
the average, except in the late Ontario 
counties.” 

The Province of Quebec agricultural de- 
partment reports that the grain and fruit 
crops are fully up to the average, and that, 
generally speaking, if the weather continues 
favorable, the present season will be one of 
abundance.

BUENOS AIRES.

though, so far,

The entomologist, M. D’Herculais, who 
was brought out from France to study the 
question, has been into the infested district, 
and will shortly present a report on the ques- 
tion. The extinction commission has been 
requested by the government to draw up a 
statement of the funds necessary to combat 
the pest. They have also been requested to 
devise some means of taxing the industries 
that receive the most benefit from the de- 
struction of the locust. This will mean that 
the farmers and the estancieros will have to 
contribute something towards these expenses, 
and it will certainly come hard on some of 
them, for they are now heavily taxed by the 
“7 a governments, and get nothing 
or it.

News from the colonies is satisfactory 
concerning the new crop. The area under 
wheat cultivation is about 25 per cent great- 
er than that planted lastseason. This, how- 
ever, does not represent very much new 
land, but it does represent a decrease in the 
acreage of flax. This is not surprising, for 
the flax harvest for some years has not been 
a success, due to late frosts. The question 
of increase in the area under cultivation is 
a serious one to the country; as, in the 
opinion of many, we have now reached our 
limit, and we cannot expect to see any 
material increase until immigration again 
sets towards these shores. During the past 
eighteen months, the immigration returns 
are anything but satisfactory, and the bal- 
ance between immigration and emigration 
is only slightly in favor of the country. At 


this rate, therefore, it is hopeless to look for 
any t increase in the land placed under 
cereal cultivation. With the advent of Gen- 
eral Roca to the presidency, which takes 
place in October, we may hope to see an all- 
round improvement in commerce, and this 
will reflect on the immigration returns. 

This country requires two things of primary 
importance: First, population; second, 

an honest administration. The former will 
not come unti! the second is installed in the 
country.

The weather during the st month has 
been very bad. The rainfall has been heavy, 
which caused wheat to come up too soon, 
for the weather has been more like spring 
than autumn, or rather winter. A change 
now appears to have set in; the temperature 
is cooler, but the atmosphere still appears 
to be fairly charged with moisture. In the 
province of Buenos Aires snow has fallen 
and a few frosts have occurred. The out- 
look for the young wheat, however, is prom- 
ising, and reports from all quarters are fa- 
vorable. The continued wet weather puts a 
complete stop to marketing and exporting 
of all produce. During the past month we 
sent away only 30,000 tons of wheat and 
9,000 tons of flax. The maize wae was 
60,000 tons. This falling off in the wheat 
exports does not mean that our wheat stock 
has come to an end, for we still have plenty 
of wheat to come in, but on account of bad 
weather and the fall in prices holders do not 
show any anxiety to realize. 

- 

The market is, as a rule, guided in its 
quotations by the American and European 
markets, but we sometimes have to record 
local factors that act on the price, and we 
have seen one of these send the price up high- 
er than that ruling in Europe. This was the 
case once when the millers were in the mar- 
ket, and exporters had to buy up all that 
they could, to fill charter parties. On other 
occasions it was the fall in the gold premi- 
um and the rise in the freights which 
pressed upon the market. The following 
table shows the fluctuations in the quota- 
tions of superior wheat from November to 
the end of June, prices per 100 kilos (220% 
Ibs)in paper dollars. The average price of 
gold, or the amount in paper money $1 in 
gold is worth, is also given:

From this we see that, with the price of 
gold at $2.79 and $2.76 respectively, 
there is a decrease of $5.60 per 100 kilos in 
the price of wheat in the Buenos Aires mar- 
ket. The reason for the high price of wheat 
in November was due to the fact that the 
millers were busy in the market, whereas 
since then the exporters have been the prin- 
cipal operators.

This market has learned with considerable 
satisfaction that the Brazilian government 
does not intend to renew the reciprocity 
treaty with the United States. This will 
place us on an even basis as regards customs 
duties on flour; as, by the treaty, American 
flour was received into the country with a 
lower duty than that paid on River Plate 
flour. United States millers, however. have 
an advantage in that they ship a much bet- 
ter quality of flour. Regaining the Brazil- 
ian market now rests with our millers. Of 
late there has been a little more movement 
in the flour market, and the charters during 
the past three weeks show that 45,500 bags 
of forty-four kilos (about 96 4-5 lbs) each 
are going forward, as against 15,000 bags 
during the month of May. ‘This increase 
can in part be attributed to the war. The 
price keeps firm at $1.60 per 10 kilos. 

* 

The wheat market closes with a demand 
for superior wheat. Some of the exporters 
ire selling to the millers, and $9@9.50, 
per money, per 100 kilos, may be regarded 
as the ruling price. In Rosario nothing is 
doing. Flax does not call for comment, for 
the stock has run out and there remain only 
a few small lots to go forward. 

Exchange continues to fall. It is now 
quoted at 474¢d for 90-day bills on London. 
The general tone of the market is flat.

Illinois report: ‘‘Apples are a failure.’’ 

J. M. Wood & Co., who have started a 
factory at Ronneby, Minn., will make lum- 
ber and coiled elm hoops, getting out per- 
haps 1,500,000 of the latter. They may also 
turn out some basswood heading. 

At St. Louis, there is little demand for 
cooperage, and not much improvement is 
looked for in the near future. Handlers in 
that territory are hardly in position to com- 
pete with Michigan factories for north- 
western trade. 

The government crop report, applying to 
coaditions on Aug. 1, says that the reports 
as to apple crops are "exceedingly unfavora- 
ble. Some of the leading apple-growing 
states report a practical failure, while others 
report one-third to two-thirds of an average 
crop. 

An eastern stock-handler, with the best of 
opportunities to judge of the general stock 
situation, says in a private letter: **Regard- 
less of later fruit developments. the fact is 
that the timber crop is short and the supply 
of fruit staves is already cut out of it. he 
effect, therefore, will be the same on gen- 
eral markets, whether there is much or little 
fruit.’’ 

Of the Chicago market, the Northwestern 
Lumberman of Aug. 13, says: ‘‘There is 
scarcely any demand this week for either 
lard tierces or pork barrels, and the market 
on stock is dull in consequence. Tierces 
are quoted at 9244@9%5c, but both are ex- 
tremely slow. Tierce hoops are not in good 
supply as yet, but prices are a trifle easier, 
because of the light demand. ‘Tierce staves 
are slow sale at $17@18, and heading is 
quiet at 1344@14c. There is no inquiry for 
either pork or apple-barrel stock. 

Canadian lumbermen do not relish the 
high duties imposed by this government on 
their timiber products, and, according to 
the Northwestern Lumberman, are actively 
moving toward having them removed or 
moditied in the adjustinent of trade rela- 
tions between the United States and Cana- 
da, by the joint commission recently ap- 
pointed by these two governments. The 
lumbermen‘s association of Ontario has 
placed itself on record by declaring its op- 
position to any agreement which does not 
provide for complete reciprocity in foreign 
products, from suw logs to finished and 
manufactured lumber, both hard and soft. 
Its members think that if the Americans 
prevent themselves from buying Canadian 
lumber, Canada should make use of her nat- 
ural position and refuse to sell them logs. 
This all vitally interests the cooperage in- 
dustry on this side of the line, as manu- 
facturers of barrel stock in Michigan, Ohio 
and Indiana are brought in direct compe- 
tition with the Canadian stock, and it was 
only when the duty imposed under the Ding- 
ley law was secured that they felt adequate- 
ly protected. As a retaliatory act, the legis- 
lature of Ontario last winter passed a law 
prohibiting the exportation of logs from that 
province. The conference commission 
will open in Ottawa Aug. 23, when the mat- 
ter of reciprocity on timber and its products 
will be brought up for consideration. 

Sutherland-Innes Co. , Ltd., Chatham, Ont: 
‘*The barrel stuck business continues in the 
very best of condition, especially east of 
Chicago. The trade in the northwest is 
also looking up now, and everything points 
toward a good demand here this fall. The 
call for sugar-barrel material is heavy, and 
the sugar houses are buying up all the staves 
they possibly can. We recently made some 
heavy sales in the Minneapolis district for 
future delivery at fairly remunerative prices, 
though the prices in the northwest do not 
correspond with those in the east, and we 
are only selling stock that we cannot very 
well ship east, on account of the freight

ceptionally good in Canada; not only is the 
quantity large, but the quality of the apples 
is better than has been known for years; so 
we will have heavy barreling in Canada this 
season.

With every advance in prices of staple food 
products there arises increased danger of adul- 
teration on the part of those who, in spite of 
the great injury wrought by such inferior prod- 
ucts, do not hesitate to impose adulterations 
upon the public. Although flour does not per- 
mit of such a wide variety of adulterations as 
«lo many other articles used in the food supply, 
yet its great importance in the dietary entitles 
this staple tothe attention of the physician and 
health journal, especially as it has been noticed 
that a generation of quality frequently keeps 
pace with the uprising in prices, and as no other 
staple affects more closely the physical and 
mental health of the family, and no other arti- 
cle is so generally employed in the domestic 
cuisine, it is well that a warning be sounded re- 
varding this matter for the protection of the 
households of the land. 

Without regard to the pecuniary interests of 
the milling concern mentioned, we do not hesi- 
tate to say editorially that the only safe plan is 
to secure some well-known brand of flour, such 
is that of the Minkota Milling Co., of Duluth, 
Minn., and to refuse all flour regarding which 
there is any question as to its worth. Neither 
false ideas of economy or the prejudiced sug- 
vestions of merchants handling inferior goods, 

hould have any weight whatever upon this im- 
portant subject. 

We speak advisedly regarding this brand of 
flour, having satisfied ourselves that the meri- 
torious qualities which distinguished this flour 
inthe past have been thoroughly maintained 
throughout the rising quotations, and today it 
stands the peer of the highest grade flour upon 
the market.
